Correspondents  arc  becoming  quite  concerned  about  the 
practical  work  given  in  the  Minor  examination  in  Edinburgh, 
and  the  way  they  are  treated  there  (p.  97). 

The  Last  Trade  Returns  of  our  South  African  Colonies  are 
summarised  on  p.  75.  They  show  the  proportions  supplied  by 
the  British  Empire  and  foreign  countries. 

"Insects  and  Arachnids  in  relation  to  the  spread  of 
disease  "  was  the  subject  of  a  lecture  delivered  to  the  Nortli 
British  Branch  on  Wednesday  evening  (p.  77). 

In  Scotland  during  1903  there  were  96  accidental  deaths 
from  poisons,  and  22  out  of  274  suicides  were  with  poison.  The 
facts  are  given  in  the  Registrar-General's  report  just  pub- 
lished (p.  89). 

Manchester  Chemists  appear  to  have  distinguished  them- 
selves in  interviewing  Mr.  A.  J.  Balfour  and  other  Parlia- 
mentary candidates  (p.  73).

The  Badly  Written  Prescription  printed  in  our  Supple- 
ment last  week  has  brought  in  a  large  number  of  solutions, 
but  only  two  were  quite  correct.  We  report  on  the  matter  and 
give  another  facsimile  on  p.  84. 

We  Discuss  the  reports  of  the  directors  of  S.  F.  Goss,  Ltd., 
for  1904  and  1905,  which  reveal  some  interesting  facts  as  to 
retail  trading  by  companies,  chiefly  in  regard  to  expenses  of 
management  and  working  (p.  88). 

"  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  we  are  scoring  in  the 
general  scrimmage,"  says  "  Xrayser,"  and  from  that  he  passes 
on  to  less  exciting  topics,  including  the  doctors'  bills  of  the 
Duke  of  Rutland's  ancestors  (p.  85). 

This  has  been  a  week  of  festivity  in  the  drug-trade.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  had  an  evening  dress  reception  on 
Tuesday,  and  the  fortieth  chemists'  ball  was  on  Wednesday 
evening.   Several  other  functions  are  also  reported  (p.  82). 

Mr.  Jesse  Boot  writes  in  substantiation  of  his  statement 
that  chemist-companies  are  compelled  by  law  to  have  quali- 
fied assistants  as  managers.  We  give  with  this  letter  011 
p.  96  certain  statutory  facts  which  are  against  this  view,  and 
in  an  article  on  p.  88  deal  with  the  Boots  Companies'  latest 
Parliamentary  advertisement. 

Amongst  the  deaths  recorded  in  this  issue  are  five  of 
octogenarian  chemists,  one  of  the  best  known  being  Mr.  David 
Macritchie,  of  Inverness.  Mr.  J.  P.  Catford,  a  Liverpool 
chemist,  whoso  history  has  a  romantic  element  in  it,  and  Dr. 
Sprengel,  the  inventor  of  the  mercury  air-pump,  are  also 
dead  (p.  95). 

A  Reduction  of  in  makers'  price  of  quinine  is  the  prin- 
cipal event  of  the  week.  Quicksilver  and  sugar  of  milk  have 
advanced.  Citric  acid,  castor  oil.  and  Japanese  ginger  are 
firmer.  Business  is  improving,  although  the  interest  taken  in 
the  General  Election  has  been  the  absorbing  topic.  A  large 
auction  of  drugs  was  held  on  Thursday,  and  is  fully  reported 
on  p.  99. 

Some  of  the  Parliamentary  election  results  are  favourable 
to  the  interests  of  chemists,  but  both  backers  and  blockers  of 
the  Pharmacy  Bill  are  among  the  rejected.  Mr.  C.  Goddard 
Clarke,  wholesale  druggist,  has  obtained  a  seat,  and  several 
manufacturing  chemists  have  also  been  elected.  We  deal 
with  all  such  matters  germane  to  our  readers  as  chemists  in 
notes  beginning  on  p.  90.

Qualitative  Analysis. 

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted 
to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
January  23,  and  the  samples  will  be  posted  on  the  following 
day. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday, 
February  3.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account 
of  the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  con- 
stituents detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as 
an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the 
essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Special  Note. — The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the 
fourth  exercise  in  the  analytical  tournament  for  the  cur- 
rent winter  session.  The  usual  monthly  first  and  second 
prizes  in  this  series  of  analyses  will  be  awarded  only 
to  apprentices  or  assistants  who  are  preparing  for  the 
Qualifying  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland,  which  fact  must  be  attested 
on  their  reports. 


Santalwooo  ©il. 

By  Ernest  J.  Parry,  B.Sc,  F.I.C. 


I HAVE  recently  had  occasion  to  examine  a  parcel  of 
German  santalwood  oil,  which  has  all  the  physical 
characters  of  pure  oil.  One  delivery,  however,  was  not  of 
the  usual  physical  characters,  and  at  once  attracted  sus- 
picion. I  propose  to  publish  fully  the  results  of  my  ex- 
amination of  this  oil  shortly,  but  it  may  be  well  to  put 
buyers  on  their  guard  at  once  as  to  the  nature  of  the  adul- 
terant. I  have  been  able  to  separate  some  terpineol  from  it 
(an  alcoholic,  body  added  to  show  a  high  apparent  santalol 
value),  and  I  strongly  suspect  the  presence  of  soluble  frac- 
tions of  West  Indian  santalwood  oil,  which  is  being  dis- 
tilled in  large  quantities,  apparently  for  the  purposes  of 
adulterating  true  santal  oil,  after  it  has  been  rendered  more 
soluble  by  fractionation.  I  am  now  obtaining  a  larger 
sample  of  this  oil,  and  will  communicate  the  results  more 
fully  after  completing  my  examination. 

Apollinaris  and  Lager  are  the  choice  of  drinks  for  break- 
fast at  the  Hotel  Metropolc,  Sokondi,  West  Africa,  built  by 
Sir  Alfred  Jones,  of  Liverpool.  Water  is  so  scarce  that  tea 
is  not  to  bo  had  for  love  or  money,  and  after  a  bit  they  find 
that  "  Polly  "  suits  them  better  than  the  hot  drinks. 

A  Plan  is  said  to  bo  matured  by  the  medical  profession  of 
England  to  restrict  their  science  to  the  hands  of  none  but  well- 
instructed  practitioners.  The  provisions  are  to  be  prospective, 
and  will  not  operate  upon  the  present  generation;  but  as 
these  die  or  retire  their  situations  will  be  filled  by  persons  of 
competent  education.  The  plan  is  in  circulation  amongst  all 
the  principal  members  of  the  profession. — The  Observer, 
January  12,  1806.

Brevities. 

Miss  Adelaide  Hunter  has  been  appointed  by  the  Guar- 
dians of  the  City  of  London  Union  as  the  temporary  dis- 
penser, in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Rutter. 

At  the  West  London  Police  Court  on  January  12,  Alice 
Butt  (39),  the  wife  of  a  chemist's  assistant,  was  committed 
for  trial  on  a  charge  of  cruelty  to  her  two  children,  aged 
thirteen  and  five  years  respectively. 

Newcastle  Pharmacy  met  Jesmond  Wednesday  at  football 
in  their  return  match  on  January  16  and  defeated  them 
by  3  goals  to  0.  Nelson  scored  two  from  penalties,  J. 
Godfrey  adding  the  third.  All  the  goals  were  scored  in  the 
second  half  while  Pharmacy  were  playing  up  the  incline. 

At  Malmesbury  on  January  9,  William  Edwards,  of 
Brink  worth,  was  fined  11.  19s.,  including  costs,  for  having 
described  himself  as  a  veterinary  surgeon  in  an  advertise- 
ment which  appeared  on  the  schedule  of  the  Somerford  and 
Dauntsey  Horticultural  Show,  he  not  being  on  the  register 
of  veterinary  surgeons. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  of  Bermondsey  Borough 
Council  reported  on  January  15  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from 
the  Local  Government  Board  sanctioning  the  payment  of 
4/.  16-s.  incurred  during  the  past  financial  year  for  diarrhoea 
mixture  supplied  to  poor  persons,  but  stating  that  before 
any  similar  expenditure  was  incurred  in  future  the  Board's 
sanction  would  have  to  be  obtained  beforehand. 

Among  the  witnesses  for  the  prosecution  in  a  case  of 
alleged  uttering  of  base  coin,  heard  at  Marlborough  Street 
Police  Court  on  January  11,  was  Mr.  Sydney  Fowle,  chemist 
and  druggist,  trading  at  King  William  Street,  E.C.,  as 
Hooper  &  Co.  Mr.  Fowle  deposed  that  the  prisoners  (a 
Frenchman,  named  Cambray,  and  his  wife)  entered  his  shop, 
and  the  man  bought  a  cake  of  soap  with  a  half-crown,  which 
he  found  was  spurious  after  the  prisoners  had  left  with  the 
change. 

At  Bolton  Quarter  Sessions  on  January  10,  Arthur  Graham 
Stevens  was  sentenced  to  eighteen  months' imprisonment. and 
John  Gettins  to  twelve  months',  for  conspiring  to  steal  goods 
from,  among  others,  Mr.  G.  S.  B.  Robertson,  chemist  and 
druggist,  George's  Road,  Bolton.  Prisoners,  who  are  ex- 
convicts,  called  at  Mr.  Robertson's  shop,  ordered  perfume, 
seltzer  water,  and  flesh-gloves,  to  the  value  of  6.?.,  to  be  sent 
to  an  address  given,  along  with  change  for  a  sovereign. 
The  errand-boy  was  given  an  envelope  which  contained  a 
worthless  cheque. 

Analysts'  Reports. 

In  Deptford  last  quarter  two  samples  of  liquorice-powder 
were  examined,  and  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

The  only  sample  of  drugs  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  at  St.  Helens  last  year  was  one  of  sweet  spirit  of 
nitre,  and  that  was  genuine. 

The  public  analyst  of  Bethnal  Green  has  examined  during 
the  past  quarter  three  samples  of  camphorated  oil  and  one  of 
cod-liver  oil.    All  were  genuine. 

The  public  analyst  of  Wandsworth  reports  that  during 
the  past  quarter  he  examined  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  one  sample  of  iron  pills,  and  one  sample  of 
effervescent  citrate  of  magnesia;  the  former  was  genuine. 
The  latter  he  certified  to  be  a  mixture  of  bicarbonate  of 
soda,  tartaric  and  citric  acids,  magnesium  sulphate,  and 
sugar. 

Contracts. 

The  tender  of  Mr.  H.  C.  H.  Oliver,  chemist  and  druggist 
West  Mailing,  for  the  supply  of  disinfectants  has  beer 
accepted  by  the  Mailing  Board  of  Guardians. 

The  contract  for  the  supply  of  drugs,  medicines,  ant 
medical  sundries  to  St.  John's  Hospital,  Twickenham,  fo: 
six  months,  has  been  secured  by  Mr.  C.  J.  Garibaldi  Bunker 
chemist  and  druggist. 

The  West  Ham  Education  Committee  on  January  15  pro 
visionally  accepted  the  tender  of  Jeyes  Sanitary  Compound 
Co.,  Ltd.,  for  the  supply  of  disinfectants  during  the  yea 
ending  March  31,  1907,  at  the  rate  of  24s.  per  5-gal.  drum. 
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Fire. 

On  January  12,  a  policeman  discovered  a  fire  in  a  yard 
attached  to  the  shop  of  Messrs.  M.  Rogerson  &  Son,  pharma- 
ceutical chemists,  Darley  Street,  Bradford.  In  response 
to  the  alarm  firemen  were  soon  in  attendance,  and  the  fire, 
being  confined  to  a  few  empty  crates,  was  extinguished  in  a 
few  minutes.  But  for  the  promptitude  of  the  police- 
constable  serious  damage  might  have  resulted.  As  it  was, 
the  only  damage  done  was  to  a  large  number  of  empty  cases 
and  a  few  bottles. 

East  Anglian  Notes. 
^  Mr.  H.  A.  Worts,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Claeton-on- 
Sea,  has  been  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Management 
of  the  Clacton  Cottage  Hospital. 

Mr.  W.  Maskew,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  gave  an  in- 
teresting lecture  entitled  "Through  the  Continent  with  a 
Camera"  at  Clacton-on-Sea  on  January  15,  in  aid  of  a  fund 
for  the  purpose  of  advertising  Clacton's  meteorological  re- 
port, the  Town  Council  having  been  surcharged  these 
expenses.  Two  hundred  coloured  slides  from  the  lecturer's 
own  negatives  and  brief  description  of  each  were  appreciated 
by  a  large  audience. 

South  Africa  in  London. 
Captain  Bam,  a  member  of  the  Cape  Parliament,  has 
sailed  for  South  Africa  after  having  completed  preliminary 
arrangements  for  holding  a  British  South  African  Exhibi- 
tion in  London  early  in  1907.  The  committee  consists  of 
the  Agents-General  for  Cape  Colony  and  Natal,  Sir  Lewis 
Michell,  Mr.  Lewis  Atkinson,  Commercial  agent  for  the 
Cape  Government,  and  Captain  Bam.  On  arriving  in  South 
Africa  Captain  Bam  will  convene  a  meeting  of  representa- 
tives of  the  various  South  African  Colonies,  to  be  held  at 
Cape  Town  early  in  the  present  year,  to  work  out  the  details 
of  the  scheme  and  to  secure  the  active  co-operation  of  all  the 
South  African  States.  Dr.  Jameson,  Mr.  Maydon,  Mr 
Hosken,  Mr.  Jagger,  and  Mr.  H.  F.  Wilson,  Colonial  dele- 
gates to  the  Shipping  Conference,  have  all  expressed  their 
readiness  to  lend  support  to  the  movement.  It  is  proposed 
that  the  exhibition,  which  shall  be  really  representative  of 
the  products  of  the  South  African  Colonies,  should  remain 
open  for  four  to  eight  weeks,  and  that  if  it  prove  successful 
it  should  be  moved  to  the  heart  of  the  City  of  London  and 
subsequently  to  the  great  provincial  centres. 

Manchester  Notes. 
Mr.  W.  Duncan,  F.C.S.,  continues  his  public  lectures  on 
"Constituents  of  Food,"  at  the  Vegetarian  Society's  Rooms 
Deansgate. 

Mr.  Chas.  Turner.  F.C.S.,  presided  at  a  recent  meeting  of 
the    Manchester    Microscopical    Society,    when    Mr  R 
Hawarth  read  a  paper  on  Snakes.    The  lecture  was  illus- 
trated by  means  of  coloured  lantern-slides,  specimens  pre- 
served in  spirit,  and  a  few  live  examples  of  the  order. 

According  to  the  "B.M.J.,"  the  paper  contributed  by 
Dr.  W.  F.  Dearden  to  the  Manchester  meeting  of  the  British 
Medical  Association,  1902.  is  likely  to  prove  productive  of 
substantial  benefit  to  workers  in  the  aniline-dye  industry, 
lhe  Home  Office  has  just  issued  a  memorandum  calling 
the  attention  of  those  engaged  in  the  industry  to  the  dangers' 
attendant  on  the  use  of  aniline  oil  and  alkaline  bichromate 
in  the  production  of  the  so-called  "  fast  blacks."  Attention 
was  first  directed  to  the  subject  in  the  paper  referred  to. 

A  local  weekly  gives  an  interesting  note  on  the  origin  of 
i^rangipanm.  These  flowers  were  used  to  scent  the  bread  in 
certain  religious  ceremonies  at  the  Vatican  ;  this  bread  being 
broken  up  was  known  as  frangipanni,  which  means  broken 
breach  and  so  the  name  passed  on  to  the  flowers  used  to 
scent  it.  The  frangipanni  flowers  comprise  some  forty 
species  which  grow  wild  in  tropical  America,  Botanically 
they  are  known  as  plumiera,  and  P.  rubra  of  Jamaica  is 
known  as  the  red  jasmine  mango.  They  have  been  intro- 
duced widely  into  the  eastern  Tropics  and  find  a  place  in 
many  of  the  native  cemeteries.  They  are  exquisitely 
fragrant  flowers  with  curled  petals,  and  three  species  are 
occasionally  met  with  in  the  gardens  of  this  country  as 
m  the  Old  Palace  gardens  at  Scone.  Perthshire,  where  two 
fine  specimens  may  be  seen  in  full  bloom  during  the  summer 
and  autumn. 

.  The  rejection  of  Mr.  A.  J.  Balfour  by  East  Manchester 
is,  in  a  sense,  a  cause  of  regret  to  local  'pharmacists.  The 


interview  at  the  Queen's  Hotel,  at  which  Sir  Jas.  Ferguson, 
the  defeated  candidate  for  North-east  Manchester,  was  alsn 
present,  lasted  exactly  ten  minutes,  but  was  very  satis- 
factory. Both  gentlemen  expressed  their  entire  sympathy 
with  the  objects  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  the  ex-Premier 
complimented  the  deputation  on  the  businesslike  manner 
in  which  the  case  had  been  stated,  adding  that  he  only 
I  wished  all  deputations  would  be  as  considerate.  Mr.  A.  A. 
Howarth,  the  successful  candidate  for  South  Manchester, 
called  on  the  Divisional  Secretary  for  that  district  for  fuller 
information,  and,  as  the  result  of  a  practical  demonstration 
on  the  storing  of  poisons,  gave  a  ready  assent  to  all  the  five 
questions  submitted.  Mr.  T.  G.  Horridge,  who  defeated 
Mr.  Balfour,  has  also  answered  all  the  questions  in  the 
affirmative. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

Mr.  L.  T.  O'Shea,  B.Sc.  (London)  has  been  appointed  as 
Professor  of  Applied  Chemistry  at  the  University. 

Among  local  pharmacists  who  signed  parliamentary  nomi- 
nation-papers were  Mr.  A.  W.  Graham,  Westbar ;  Mr.  Job 
Preston,  Barker's  Pool ;  and  Mr.  J.  M.  Furnoss^  Fitzwilliam 
Street,  In  connection  with  Mr.  Batty  Langley's  candida- 
ture a  "Chemist"  wrote  to  the  "Telegraph"  telling  how 
he  had  behaved  in  the  matter  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  and 
trusting  every  vote  would  be  transferred  to  Mr.  Muir 
Wilson.  "  Chemist"  was  backed  up  by  "  Pharmacy  Act," 
but  it  is  understood  that  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and 
Chemical  Society  disclaim  any  responsibility  tor  these 
letters. 

The  catalogue  of  the  annual  winter  sale  of  Messrs.  John 
Walsh.  Ltd.,  drapers,  furnishers,  etc.,  contains,  as  usual, 
in  the  page  devoted  to  the  "  drug,  perfumery,  and  toilet- 
requisite  department,"  many  items  of  interest  to  pharma- 
cists. Malt  and  cod-liver  oil,  2s.  size,  is  offered  at  10!,d. ; 
Blaud's  pills  (144  pills),  Is.  size,  reduced  to  4rf.  (3  bottles 
for  lie?.);  lemonade-crystals,  sufficient  to  make  2  gal., 
reduced  to  Zd.  per  bottle;  the  2s.  9d.  size  of  Clarke's  Blood 
Mixture,  Is.  lOkd.  ;  and  cloudy  ammonia,  Is.  bottles  at 
Id.  ;  backache  and  kidney  pills,  Is.  6d.  size,  are  reduced  to 
75c/.  per  box ;  and  stomach  and  liver  beans  are  offered  at 
the  same  reduction.  In  perfumery  and  toilet-requisites, 
Koko.  4s.  6d.  size,  is  offered  at  2s.  2d.  per  bottle;  Lanoline, 
Is.  size,  at  5^d.  ;  and  loofahs  are  reduced  to  2d.  each.  Even 
photographic  sundries  are  offered  at  greatly  reduced  prices. 

Horse-stealing. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  stable-dcor  at  Notting 
Hill  was  securely  locked  on  the  night  of  January  9;  with  a 
pair  of  magnificent  horses  comfortably  bestowed  inside,  it 
was  with  no  small  amazement  and  consternation  that  Ser- 
jeant-Major Palmer  and  his  men,  who  are  employed  by 
Messrs.  Goodall.  Backhouse  &  Co.,  Leeds,  in  carrying  out 
a  distribution  of  samples  of  Yorkshire  relish  in  London  and 
suburbs,  found,  on  their  return  the  following  morning,  an 
open  door  and  no  horses.  The  occurrence  was  at  once 
reported  to  Mr.  Reynolds,  the  firm's  strenuous  city  repre- 
sentative, who  immediately  communicated  with  Scotland 
Yard,  and  on  January  12  the  thieves  were  caught  and  the 
animals  recovered  at  Westbourne  Park,  presumably  011  their 
way  to  St.  Albans  horse-fair. 

The  Proper  Draught. 
At  an  inquest  held  at  South  Mill,  Bishop  Stortford,  on 
January  5,  on  the  body  of  William  Carr  (62),  the  widow  said 
deceased  went  to  Harlow  on  January  2,  and  on  his  return 
stated  that  he  was  taken  ill  at  midday  and  was  given  a 
draught  by  a  Harlow  chemist.  Some  hours  afterwards  she 
found  him  dead.  The  Coroner  said  that  Mr.  J.  Hewitt, 
chemist  and  druggist,  of  Harlow,  had  written  stating  that 
deceased,  who  gave  no  name,  complained  of  indigestion  and 
was  given  a  draught,  the  composition  of  which,  the  Coroner 
said,  was  quite  right  and  proper,  and  no  blame  was  attached 
to  the  chemist.  Dr.  Dockray  said  there  was  fatty  degenera- 
tion of  all  the  organs,  especially  of  the  heart,  which  had 
ruptured.  The  draught  given  at  Harlow  was  quite  the 
proper  thing  to  relieve  the  pain.  The  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  death  from  natural  causes.

"  Asiatic  Beans." 
There  has  been  a  lot  of  poisoning  amongst  cows  in  Dum- 
friesshire lately,  one  farmer  alone  having  lost  twenty  young 
animals.  It  was  supposed  that  strychnine  or  mix  vomica 
was  the  cause  of  death,  but  Mr.  John  R.  MeCall,  of  the 
Veterinary  College,  Glasgow,  has  investigated  the  matter, 
and  finds  that  the  deaths  were  due  to  feeding  with  stuff 
containing  a  principle  which  on  hydrolysis  with  the  enzyme, 
natural  to  the  bean,  gives  rise  to  prussic  acid.  The  bean 
crop  has  failed  in  Scotland  this  year,  and  beans  imported 
from  Java,  India,  and  Burmah  are  used  as  cattle  food,  with 
this  result.  It  may  be  remembered  that  the  Imperial 
Institute  chemists  drew  attention  to  the  matter  three  years 
and  a  half  ago  [C .  &  D.,  July  26,  1902,  p.  161). 

"What  is  a  Barber  ? 
The  Dundee  Town  Council  some  time  ago  issued  an  order 
(duly  confirmed)  under  the  Shop  Hours  Act  requiring 
barbers  to  close  their  shops  at  a  certain  time.  Two  hair 
dressers  were  prosecuted  for  contravening  the  closing  order, 
and  when  the  case  came  before  the  Sheriff  last  week  the 
solicitor  who  appeared  on  behalf  of  one  of  the  hairdresser; 
objected  to  the  relevancy  of  the  complaint,  claiming  that 
the  Order  under  which  the  prosecution  was  raised  was  vitro 
vires  of  the  Town  Council.  In  accordance  with  the  pro 
vision  of  the  Act,  he  said,  the  Council  issued  an  order  applic 
able  to  barbers,  and  he  submitted  that  the  word  "  barbers ' 
was  used  in  a  restrictive  sense,  and  did  not  include  hair- 
dressers who  have  a  special  training  apart  from  the  busines: 
of  a  barber.  The  men  before  his  Lordship,  in  addition  tt 
being  hairdressers,  were,  he  said,  perfumers,  wigmakers. 
and  dealers  in  toilet-requisites,  and  were  therefore  entitled 
to  keep  open  for  the  service  of  customers  in  connection  with 
these  allied  trades.  The  Sheriff  overruled  this  objection  : 
the  hairdressers  pleaded  guilty,  and  were  discharged  with 
an  admonition.

The  Union  doctors  state  that  the  articles 
ordered,  chiefly  surgical  requisites,  are  not  on  the  pre- 
scribed list  and  therefore  need  not  be  obtained  from  the 
contractor.    The  Guardians  are  replying  to  this  effect.

The  Ballina  Dispenser. 
At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Ballina  (co.  Mayo)  Guardians, 
Mr.  Wm.  J.  Adamson  applied  for  the  vacant  position  of 
compounder  to  the  Union.  There  being  no  other  applicant, 
he  was  appointed  (see  C.  cfc  D.,  December  23,  p.  962).  Mr. 
Perkins,  as  an  old  Guardian,  said  he  was  "electrified"  at 
the  great  reduction  that  had  taken  place  in  medicine-bills 
within  recent  years. 

Must  Pay. 

At  the  Donegal  Quarter  Sessions,  before  County  Court 
Judge  Cooke,  last  week,  Messrs.  Kister,  a  German  firm 
of  china  makers,  claimed  24/.  8s.  8d.  from  Mr.  Robt.  S. 
Chapman,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Donegal.  Mr.  Chapman 
was  induced  to  become  agent  for  the  firm  on  the  under- 
standing that  he  was  to  sell  at  a  profit  china  ornaments  and 
statuary  to  a  German,  named  Horstman,  who  lived  near 
Donegal.  Horstman  failed  to  take  goods  specially  ordered, 
and  Messrs.  Kister  claimed  payment  from  Mr.  Chapman. 

His  Honour  held  that  the  defendant  ordered  the  goods 
as  principal,  and  must  pay  for  them.  He  gave  the  plaintiffs 
a  decree  for  24/.  8s.  8d.  and  5/.  expenses. 


jfrencb  Iftews. 

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Cheap  Light. — One  of  the  exhibits  at  the  Paris  Exhibi- 
tion in  1900  was  a  series  of  litre  flasks  filled  with  luminous 
bacteria,  which  seemed  to  point  to  the  means  of  obtaining 
cheap  illumination.  No  very  great  development  has,  how- 
ever, taken  place  in  the  intervening  years,  but  the  subject 
is  still  being  studied.  In  "  L'lllustration,"  January  13, 
there  is  a  photograph  of  a  bust  of  Claude  Bernard  taken  by 
the  light  of  bacteria-lamps,  so  that  perhaps  the  anticipa- 
tions of  bacteria  as  a  source  of  light  may  still  be  realised  on 
a  large  scale. 

The  General  Association. — The  tall,  striking  figure  of 
M.  Lucien  Pierre  Vaudin,  the  new  President  of  the  General 
Association  of  French  Pharmacists,  will  be  remembered  by 
all  those  present  (with  Messrs.  Atkins  and  Idris)  at  the 
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centenary  of  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy.  M.  Vaudrin's 
officine  is  in  the  "  Boul'  Mich,"  in  the  heart  of  the  Latin 
Quarter,  and,  though  not  a  Parisian  by  birth,  he  was  a 
pharmacy  interne  in  one  of  the  Paris  hospitals,  and  a  gold 
medallist  of  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy  in  1881.  He 
served  a  term  as  assistant  military  pharmacist  in  the  Val  de 
Grace  Military  Hospital,  and  was  formerly  in  business  in 
Havre.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the 
General  Association  since  1896,  and  was  Assistant  Secretary 
of  the  same  body  in  1901.  He  is  also  President  (for  1906) 
of  the  Association  of  Doctors  in  Pharmacy. 

Imfortati  on  of  Medicinal  Preparations. — Last  year  the 
French  Customs  issued  a  circular  regarding  the  importation 
of  medicinal  preparations,  which  includes  a  large  number 
•of  articles  not  hitherto  placed  on  the  prohibited  list,  and  1 
understand  that  it  has  given  rise  to  some  concern  among 
English  houses.  The  manager  of  one  world-known  London 
house  is  now  in  Paris  regarding  the  matter.  For  the 
benefit  of  others  I  may  state  that  although  a  medicinal 
article  may  be  prohibited  by  the  Customs,  it  can  be  put  up 
in  France  with  the  name  of  a  French  pharmacist  attached, 
and  sold  without  let  or  hindrance.  Some  makers  have 
established  their  own  factories  here — e.g.,  Messrs.  Scott  & 
Bowne — and  I  understand  that  Messrs.  Fairchild  Bros.  & 
Foster,  of  New  York,  are  also  establishing  a  place  of  their 
own  in  France  for  the  production  of  certain  of  their 
specialities. 

The  Sponge-fishery  at  Tunis  formed  the  subject  of  a 
paper  read  by  Dr.  Jules  Cotte  (professor  at  the  Marseilles 
School  of  Medicine)  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  French  Asso- 
ciation for  the  Advancement  of  Science.  The  number  of 
divers  who  adopt  the  diving-dress  is  limited  by  law,  to 
.prevent  the  trade  falling  exclusively  into  the  hands  of  the 
Greeks  to  the  exclusion  of  the  natives.  There  are  no  French 
sponge-divers ;  the  Italians,  sober  and  economical,  yearly 
carry  back  to  Naples  and  Sicily  the  season's  gains,  while 
the  Greeks  spend  10.000?.  a  year  in  Sfax.  The  professor 
therefore  considers  that  these  latter  and  the  native  divers 
deserve  to  be  encouraged  and  protected  by  the  French  laws. 

Dangers  of  the  Bontgen  Bays. — At  the  meeting  of  the 
Paris  Academy  of  Medicine  last  week  a  committee  reported 
en  the  conditions  under  which  Bontgen  rays  may  be  employed 
medically.  The  committee  say  that  only  properly  qualified 
medical  men,  "  officers  of  health,"  and  dentists,  should  have 
the  right  to  use  Bontgen  rays,  and  the  use  of  the  rays  by 
other  persons  should  be  considered  an  act  of  illegal  practice 
of  medicine.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  good  many  French 
pharmacists  have  become  specialists  in  the  use  of  Bontgen 
rays,  this  opinion  of  the  committee  in  question  has  aroused 
-a  good  deal  of  interest  here.  The  question  was  again  under 
discussion  at  the  meeting  of  the  Paris  Academy  of  Medicine 
this  week,  the  following  being  the  definite  resolution  pro- 
posed by  Dr.  Chauffard  : 

The  medical  use  of  Rontgen  rays  may  bring  about  serious 
accidents,  and  under  certain  conditions  may  create  a  grave 
social  danger.  In  these  circumstances  only  doctors  of 
medicine,  "  officers  of  health,"  and  qualified  dentists  have 
the  necessary  qualifications  for  interpreting  the  results 
obtained  from  the  point  of  view  of  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  patients.  Consequently  this  Academy  is  of  opinion  that 
the  medical  use  of  Rontgen  rays  by  persons  not  possessing 
the  qualifications  above  mentioned  constitutes  an  act  of 
illegal  practice  of  medicine. 

A  very  long  discussion,  from  all  points  of  view,  followed 
the  reading  of  Dr.  Chauffard's  proposal,  but  is  was  finally 
adopted  unanimously. 

Radium  as  a  Cure  for  Rabies. — A  propos  of  the  state- 
ment on  this  subject  made  by  Professor  Vizzoni,  of  Bologna, 
the  "Patrie"  has  obtained  an  interview  with  Professoi 
Curie,  who  could  give  no  information  on  the  matter,  but 
said,  "Radium  has  still  to  make  itself  heard,  and  I  am 
confident  that  it  will  be  used  in  many  causes."

Cape  Colony. 

Foreign  Trade  in  November. — The  grand  total  of 
imports  into  the  Colonv  during  November  amounted  in  value 
to  3,836,596?.,  against  3.569,884?.  and  3.634,167?.  in  October 
and  September  respectively.  The  value  of  the  drugs, 
chemicals,  and  dye-stuffs  imported  amounted  to  21,021?.,  as 
compared  with  26,086?.  in  October  and  22,382?.  in  September. 
Oilman's  stores  were  imported  to  the  value  of  19.937?.  The 
grand  total  of  exports  during  November  was  3,160,799?.  (of 
which  1,798.208?.  was  raw  gold  produce  of  the  Transvaal), 
compared  with  2,787.240?.  during  the  previous  month.  Of 
the  imports  49.6  per  cent,  were  British  goods  obtained  from 
the  United  Kingdom,  21  per  cent,  came  from  other  parts  of 
the  British  Empire,  leaving  8.7  per  cent,  for  foreign  goods. 
Natal. 

Foreign  Trade  in  November. — The  grand  total  of 
imports  during  November  amounted  to  1.147.586?.,  as  com- 
pared with  1,113,759?.  during  October  and  1,076,769?.  during 
September.  Drugs,  chemicals,  and  dye-stuffs  to  the  value 
of  13,698?.  were  imported  during  November,  being  a  gain 
of  878?.  over  the  October  figures,  but  26,260?.  less  than  in 
September.  Over-sea  exports  of  all  goods  were  valued  at 
268,405?.,  against  175.827?.  in  October;  74.6  per  cent,  of  the 
imports  were  obtained  from  the  British  Empire,  and  the 
remaining  25.6  per  cent,  from  foreign  countries. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

Foreign  Trade  in  November. — The  monthly  returns 
show  imports  valued  at  322.427?..  or  121.221?.  more  than  in 
the  previous  month  :  of  this  sum  157,522?.  represents  manu- 
factured articles,  and  included  in  this  amount  was  5,081?. 
for  drugs,  chemicals,  and  dye-stuffs  ;  while  a  further  550?. 
worth  of  similar  goods  (South  African  produce)  was  im- 
ported. The  exports  during  November  amounted  to 
270.493?.,  against  188.311?.  during  October;  this  amount 
included  diamonds  valued  at  57.673?.  ;  84  per  cent,  of  the 
imports  were  obtained  from  the  British  Empire. 

Rhodesia. 

November  Trade. — The  imports  during  November 
amounted  to  147,514?.,  aga.'nst  80.560?.  in  October.  In- 
cluded in  the  former  amount  was  2,908?.,  representing  the 
imports  of  drugs,  chemicals,  and  dye-stuffs.  The  exports 
from  the  Colony  during  November  were  valued  at  172,256?., 
against  60,544?.  in  the  previous  month.  Of  the  imports 
85.6  per  cent,  were  obtained  from  the  British  Empire,  and 
14.4  per  cent,  from  foreign  countries. 

Transvaal. 

Foreign  Trade  Increasing. — Both  imports  and  exports 
show  substantial  increases  during  November,  the  returns 
for  which  have  just  been  issued.  Imports  were  1,487,675?., 
or  293,744/.  more;  and  exports  were  valued  at  2,102,705?., 
an  increase  of  220.150?.  Among  manufactured  articles,  the 
imports  of  which  amounted  to  908,830?.,  drugs,  chemicals, 
and  dye-stuffs  represent  40,669/.  The  output  of  raw  gold 
continues  to  increase,  the  November  exports  amounting  to 
1.915.095?.  Of  the  imports,  72  per  cent,  were  obtained  from 
the  British  Empire. 

Commercial  Travellers'  Licences. — A  Transvaal  Ordi- 
nance (No.  23  of  1905)  has  been  issued  which  repeals  the  pro- 
visions of  Ordinance  No.  50  of  1902.  and  imposes  a  licence 
duty  on  agents  and  representatives  in  the  Transvaal  of  manu- 
facturing or  trading  establishments  carrying  on  business  out- 
side that  Colony.  These  terms  include  "  any  person  who  in 
any  way  advertises  or  holds  himself  out  as  the  authorised 
representative  or  agent  of  such  manufacturing  or  trading 
establishment  outside  the  Colony,  and  who  solicits,  receives, 
or  takes  orders  for  the  sale  or  supply  of  goods  by  such  manu- 
facturing or  trading  establishment  to  persons  in  the 
Colony  "  :  they  do  not,  however,  include  persons  liable  to 
licence  duty  as  general  dealers — i.e.  who  re-sell  such  goods 
from  stock.  The  amount  of  the  licence  duty  payable  by 
agents  of  firms  not  domiciled  in  the  Transvaal  is  10?.  per 
year,  or  6?.  per  half-year;  in  the  case  of  licences  issued  at 
dates  other  than  the  commencement  of  the  year  or  half-year, 
a  proportionate  charge  is  made  for  the  period  up  to  June  50 
or  December  31.  The  Ordinance  came  into  force  on 
January  1. 
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Mr.  Frank  Bliss,  chemist  and  druggist,  proprietor  of 
Frank  Bliss  &  Co.,  Lahore  and  Simla,  was  a  passenger 
homeward  by  the  mail  that  left  Bombay  on  December  30, 
1905. 

The  Chinese  Government  contemplates  creating  an 
opium  monopoly  on  the  lines  of  the  Japanese  monopoly  in 
Formosa.  The  headquarters  will  probably  be  established  in 
Shanghai,  with  Mr.  Lee  as  director. 

The  Working  of  the  Straits  Ordinances. — Cases 
under  the  new  Poisons  Ordinance  and  the  Morphine  Ordin- 
ance are  appearing  occasionally  in  the  police  courts.  On 
December  20,  1905,  Mr.  Allen,  manager  of  McAlister 
&  Co.,  ironmongrs  and  ship-chandlers,  Singapore,  was 
charged  with  selling  arsenic  and  carbolic  acid,  he  not  being 
licensed  under  the  Poisons  Ordinance.  Fines  of  $10  for 
each  offence  were  imposed. — Yong  Ho  Song,  of  Saiboo  & 
Co.,  general  dealers,  had  to  pay  $10  and  costs  for  selling 
chlorodyne  without  being  duly  licensed  by  the  P.C.M.O. 

New  Hospitals. — Two  Penang  medical  men,  Dr.  J. 
Donald  and  Dr.  P.  V.  Locke,  have  drawn  up  a  scheme  for 
the  establishment  of  a  hospital  there  for  the  poor.  It  is 
proposed  that  the  hospital  be  situated  in  the  middle  of  the 
town,  and  that  there  will  be  attached  a  maternity  ward 
and  a  dispensary.  They  suggest  that  the  hospital  be  sup- 
ported by  voluntary  contributions,  and  that  the  medical 
practitioners  of  the  place  give  their  services  free. — Messrs. 
A.  John  &  Co.,  chemists,  Agra,  have  offered  to  build  a  free 
hospital  for  the  poor  of  Agra  to  commemorate  the  visit  of 
the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales  to  the  city,  at  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  Rs.  50,000  for  building  and  equipment.  They 
have  also  offered  to  pay  a  handsome  sum  monthly  for  its 
maintenance,  the  hospital  to  be  named  "  The  Princess  of 
Wales  "  Hospital. 

Japanese  Druggists  in  China. — The  Japanese  commer- 
cial invasion  of  China  is  progressing  rapidly.  From  an 
official  return  we  learn  that  in  1904  the  number  of  Japanese 
pharmacies  and  drug  and  patent  stores  was  about  twenty. 
The  following  are  the  details  :  Newchwang,  one  rlruggist 
employing  one  woman  and  one  man ;  Tientsin,  two  pharma- 
cists (four  men  and  one  woman)  and  two  druggists  (eleven 
men  and  four  women)  ;  Pekin,  one  druggist  (one  man  and 
one  woman)  ;  Chefoo,  two  pharmacists  (two  men  and  three 
women),  five  druggists  (eight  men  and  four  women),  one 
patent-medicine  store  (two  men  and  ten  assistants)  ; 
Hankao,  one  patent-medicine  store  (four  men)  ;  Hang-chow, 
one  patent-medicine  store  (two  men)  ;  Amoy.  two  patent- 
medicine  stores  (six  men  and  four  women)  ;  Formosa,  one 
patent-medicine  store  (four  men  and  one  woman). 

Doctors'  Shops  in  Malaya. — The  British  Medical  Asso- 
ciation might  with  advantage  investigate  the  ethics  of  its 
members  in  British  Malaya,  writes  a  Penang  correspondent. 
In  these  regions  the  doctors  are  rapidly  encroaching  on  the 
legitimate  field  of  the  chemist  by  opening  private  dispen- 
saries from  which  all  their  prescriptions  are  issued.  If 
they  employed  European  qualified  chemists,  little  could  be 
said  about  the  matter;  but  the  person  in  charge  is  invariably 
an  Asiatic  with  a  restricted  knowledge  of  the  art  of  dis- 
pensing. Although  all  the  registered  medical  practitioners 
have  been  licensed  under  the  Morphine  Ordinance,  they 
have  not  been  licensed  under  the  Poisons  Ordinance;  and  as 
their  assistants  have  not  been  licensed  either,  they  are 
transgressing  the  law  every  time  they  issue  medicine  con- 
taining any  poison.  The  Straits  Government  have  recently 
established  an  examination  (C .  A  D.,  September  23,  1905) 
for  licensing  under  the  Poisons  Ordinance,  and  doctors  can 
get  over  the  difficulty  either  by  employing  qualified  chemists 
or  by  getting  their  assistants  to  pass  the  examination.  The 
new  poison  rules  enforce  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller 
on  all  labels  of  medicine  containing  poison,  which  is  not  now 
practised  by  these  private  dispensaries.  As  the  medical 
men  intend  to  prevent  unqualified  persons  from  practising 
medicine,  this  is  hardly  fair,  to  say  the  least,  and  the 
chemists  intend  to  have  the  matter  investigated.

Specialities  for  Spain. — By  a  new  decree  it  is  required 
that  labels  in  foreign  languages  on  goods  imported  into 
Spain  must  bear  a  stamp,  the  address  of  the  manufacturer's 
agent  in  Spain,  and  the  name  of  the  manufacturer. 

Pharmacy  in  Belgium. — The  number  of  pharmacists  who 
have  qualified  in  Belgium  of  late  years  has  fallen  off  con- 
siderably. In  1891,  181  qualified,  and  in  1892,  124  only. 
Coming  to  the  present  decade,  32  qualified  in  1903,  and  in 
1904.  51.  In  spite  of  this  there  was  in  1903  one  pharmacy 
for  each  3,745  inhabitants. 

Pharmacy  in  Finland. — The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Finland  has  addressed  a  petition  to  the  Medical  Board, 
asking  for  a  reform  in  the  training  of  pharmacists.  The 
Society  wants  a  preliminary  (abiturient)  examination  before 
apprenticeship ;  practical  examinations  in  dispensing  pre- 
scriptions and  making  galenical  preparations,  an  elementary 
course  in  bacteriology  (without  examination),  and  examina- 
tion in  legal  matters,  as  well  as  obligatory  instruction  in 
book-keeping,  commercial  correspondence,  and  other  trade 
matters. 

Egyptian  Salt-monopoly. — The  Egyptian  Government 
has  decided  to  abolish  the  salt-monopoly  on  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  1906  Budget.  This  monopoly  was  granted  to  an 
Esyptian  syndicate  in  1899,  and  the  revenue  derived  from 
it"  by  the  Government  in  1904  was  E182.000/.,  against 
E169.000/.  in  1903.  The  salt  was  sold  by  the  syndicate  at 
500  piastres  per  ton,  and  the  Government  received  a  duty 
from  it  of  340  piastres  per  ton — an  arrangement  stigmatised 
by  Lord  Cromer  in  his  last  report  as  one  of  the  greatest  blots 
upon  the  Egyptian  fiscal  system. 

The  New  German  Tariff. — The  Board  of  Trade  are  in 
receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  of  information  to  the 
effect  that  all  goods  presented  for  clearance  in  Germany  on 
the  usual  declaration  form  at  the  Custom  House  of  entry, 
or  on  the  special  form  known  as  Begleitschein  II.,  in  use 
for  goods  paying  duties  at  a  Custom  House  other  than 
that  of  entry,  before  midnight  on  February  28,  will  be 
dutiable  under  the  Customs  tariff  now  in  force,  whether 
they  are  actually  examined  on  that  date  or  not.  As 
regards  goods  which  are  to  be  examined  at  Custom  Houses 
in  the  interior  of  Germany,  it  is  suggested  that  it  would 
be  advisable  to  have  such  goods  cleared  at  the  frontier 
Custom  House  in  order  to  avoid  the  application  of  the 
enhanced  rates  of  the  new  tariff,  should  there  be  any  doubt 
as  to  the  goods  reaching  the  Custom  House  in  the  interior 
in  time  to  be  presented  for  clearance  on  or  before 
February  28. 

Russian  Items. — According  to  the  "  Pharmatzevtitcheski 
Journal  "  the  latest  general  political  strike  in  St.  Petersburg 
left  the  pharmacies  almost  untouched.  All  assistants  were 
at  work.  One  pharmacy  had  its  windows  broken  with 
stones. — Seventy  students  from  Jurieff  are  starving,  says  the 
"  Pharmatzevtitcheski  Journal,"  through  being  boycotted 
for  having  offered  to  take  the  places  of  the  St.  Petersburg 
pharmacists  when  they  were  on  strike. — A  long  letter 
appears  in  the  "Pharmatzevtitcheski  Journal"  protesting 
against  the  permission  granted  by  the  Government  to  grocery 
establishments  and  the  like  to  sell  non-poisonous  medicines 
in  their  original  packages,  on  the  ground  that  it  is  ruining 
the  pharmacies  that  have  not  the  advantage  of  medical  men's 
patronage  to  dispense  their  prescriptions.  Non-pharmaceu- 
tical shopkeepers  are  not  obliged,  it  pleads,  to  attend  at 
night,  yet  they  may  share  pharmacists'  profits,  and  the  only 
persons  who  benefit  from  the  provision  are  the  chemical- 
manufacturers,  who  readily  furnish  all  who  will  keep  then- 
goods.  It  advocates  the  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  medicines 
in  those  villages  where  a  pharmacy  exists,  except  in  regard 
to  household  preparations,  but  would  allow  the  permit  to 
rule  as  now  where  there  is  no  such  pharmacy ;  and  lastly  it 
asks  for  a  specification  of  the  household  remedies  that  may 
be  so  sold. 


Why  He  Didn't  Follow  the  Prescription. — Physician :

"  No,  doctor ;  if  ho  had  he  would  have  broken  his  neck,  for  he 
threw  it  out  of  the  window." 
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Gbc  Meefc'e  poisonings. 

EIGHT  fatalities  from  poisons  have  taken  place  during 
the  week,  three  or  four  of  them  being  misadventures. 
Laudanum  in  overdose  was  taken  by  Nurse  Ethel  Baxter, 
at  Knightwiek  (who  had  been  reprimanded  by  her  superior), 
and  by  Andrew  Cant,  a  ship's  steward  at  Barry  Dock.  A 
young  dentist,  named  Harrison,  belonging  to  Liscard,  was 
found  dead  from  an  overdose  of  morphine  in  a  Paris  hotel. 
He  had  been  in  bad  health  for  some  time,  and  was  on  the 
way  to  the  South  of  France. — A  silver-mounter  at  Clerken- 
well,  named  Peter  Bibby,  poisoned  himself  with  oxalic  acid. 
— Tom  Thorpe  Burley,  a  Huddersfield  traveller,  obtained 
two  small  bottles  of  prussic  acid  from  Mr.  John  R.  France, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Greenhead  Road.  Huddersfield,  on 
the  pretence  that  it  was  to  poison  two  dogs.  Mr.  France 
had  known  Burley  for  years,  and  deceased  signed  the  poison- 
book  in  proper  form.  Deceased  drank  the  contents  of  one 
of  the  bottles. — Elizabeth  Mary  Law,  employed  at  the  King 
Spinning  Co.,  Ltd.,  Royton,  accidentally  drank  a  quantity 
of  boiler-composition  in  mistake  for  tea,  and  died  in  agony. 
— Ellen  Hunter,  wife  of  a  Sheffield  shoemaker,  died  in  the 
Royal  Infirmary  from  lead-poisoning.  Dr.  Barnes,  house 
physician  at  the  infirmary,  who  had  made  a  post-mortem 
•examination,  said  that  he  asked  the  deceased  several  ques- 
tions before  her  death  as  to  whether  she  had  taken  any 
pills.  She  replied  that  she  had  taken  none  except  Beecham's. 
The  lead  poisoning  could  not  be  attributed  to  any  cause, 
and  therefore  the  jury  returned  an  open  verdict  of  death 
from  le^d-poisoning. — At  an  inquest  before  Mr.  A.  E. 
Gibson,  Manchester  City  Coroner,  on  January  15,  it  ap- 
peared that  a  married  woman  named  Sarah  Ann  Blackburn, 
of  the  Colleyhurst  district,  had  died  from  poison.  The 
husband  said  he  knew  his  wife  had  taken  pills,  but  did  not 
know  they  were  for  a  certain  purpose.  He  did  not  ask  her 
where  she  got  the  pills  from.  William  Stokoe  Wright, 
of  222  Queen's  Road,  said  the  box  of  pills  (produced) 
might  have  come  from  his  shop.  He  kept  diachylon  in 
stick  and  plaster,  and  sold  a  good  deal  of  it  to  women.  He 
always  asked  them  what  it  was  for,  and  told  them  it  was  a 
poison.  It  contained  lead  oxide.  It  was  further  stated 
that  after  taking  the  pills  deceased  had  a  succession  of  fits, 
became  unconscious,  and  died.  A  verdict  of  death  from 
iead-poisoning  was  returned.

NORTH  BRITISH  BRANCH. 

AN  evening  meeting  of  the  North  British  Branch  was  held 
at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  January  17,  Mr.  D.  B. 
Dott  presiding. 

The  Chairman"  made  a  sympathetic  reference  to  the  death 
of  Mr.  Alexander  Strachan,  Aberdeen,  and  stated  that  he 
wrote  at  the  time  to  his  widow  a  letter  of  sympathy.  He 
then  formally  introduced  to  the  audience  Dr.  R.  Stewart 
Macdougall,  "M.A.,  D.Sc,  F.R.S.E.,  the  lecturer  of  the 
evening. 

Insects  and  Arachnids  in  Relation  to  the  Spread  of 
Disease. 

Dr.  Stewart  McDougall  confined  his  remarks  to  disease- 
causing  protozoa,  which  are  carried  by  insect  and  arachnid 
agency.    Protozoa  are  the  simplest  of  animals,  for  the  most 
part  microscopic  in  size.    They  are  single-celled,  and  are 
found  in  very  varied  situations  on  land,  in  the  sea,  in  ruins, 
in  stagnant  pools,  and  as  parasites  in  live  animals.  One 
section  of  protozoa,  the  flagellata,  is  composed  of  species 
with  a  body  of  well-defined  shape,  and  able  to  move  by  a 
lashing  flagellum  or  whip.   To  this  section  belong  the  trypa- 
nosomes,  which  are  worm-like  pieces  of  protoplasm  enclosed 
in  a  cuticle  with  a  wavy  flagelluni  at  one  end,  and  a  more  or 
less  transparent  "undulating  membrane"  attached  to  one 
side  of  the  body.    Careful  examination  shows  in  the  proto- 
plasm a  macronucleus  about  the  centre,  and  a  micronucleus 
towards  the  blunt  end.   These  trypanosomes  are  parasitic  in 
the  blood  and  cerebrospinal  fluid  of  various  hosts — e.g.,  man, 
horse,  cattle,  rat,  birds,  various  fish,  frog,  and  tortoise. 
Sleeping  sickness  is  due  to  Trypanosoma  gambiense,  present 
in  the  blood  and  the  cerebro-spinal  fluid  of  the  patient.  The 
disease  is  not  contagious,  but  the  parasite  is  carried  from  the 
sick  to  the  healthy  by  a  species  of  Tse-Tse  fly  (Glossina 
polpalis).    It  can  be  carried  to  monkeys,  and  dogs  and  cats 
are  partially  susceptible.    Nagana.  or  tse-tse  fly  disease  of 
horses  and  other  domesticated  animals,  is  due  to  7'ry pane- 
some  Brucei,  the  parasite  being  carried  from  wild  game — 
which  are  immune — or  from  nagana-infested  horses  or  other 
animals,  by  Glossina  morsitans,  another  species  of  tse-tse  fly. 
Describing  malaria  in  man.  the  lecturer  said  the  parasite — 
to  begin  with  a  tiny  thread-like  piece  of  protoplasm  with  a 
nucleus — having  reached  the  blood  of  the  patient,  gains 
entry  to  a  red-blood  corpuscle,  and  becomes  rounded.  It 
grows  at  the  expense  of  the  corpuscle,  the  haemoglobin  being 
converted  into  a  black  material  known  as  melanin.  Having 
attained  its  full  size  in  a  period  varying  from  twenty-four  to 
forty-eight  hours,  according  to  the  type  of  malaria,  the 
parasite  proceeds  to  multiply  by  fission.    The  separate  pieces 
that  result  are  set  free  in  the  blood,  and  those  that  escape 
being  devoured   by  the  white   blood-corpuscles,  invade 
hitherto  unattached  red  blood-corpuscles.     But  there  is  a 
second  cycle— the  sexual— passed  external  to  man  in  the 
body  of  the  mosquito.    A  mosquito  having  fed  on  the  blood 
of  a  malarial  patient,  swallows  into  its  stomach  the  malarial 
parasites.    In  the  mosquito  stomach  certain  of  the  parasites, 
taking  on  in  pernicious  malaria  a  crescentic  shape,  undergo 
various  changes  until  at  last  an  act  of  fertilisation  takes 
place.    The  fertilised  crescent  penetrates  the  wall  of  the 
mosquito  stomach,  taking  up  its  lodgment  between  the  inner 
and  outer  coats.   Here  the  zygote  divides,  repeatedly  giving 
rise  to  a  large  number  of  parasites  which  reach  the  salivary 
glands  of  the  infected  mosquito,  and  are  thence  injected  into 
the  blood  of  the  next  man  punctured  by  the  mosquito.  Only 
one  genus  of  mosquitoes,  namely,  the  genus  Anopheles,  is 
known  to  be  able  to  convey  the  malarial  parasites  from  man 
to  man.  Yellow  fever  is  restricted  to  a  comparatively  limited 
area,  with  the  West  Indies  as  its  centre.   So  far  the  parasite 
has  not  been  seen,  but  there  is  a  strong  probability  that, 
as  with  malaria,  the  cause  is  a  protozoon.    Texas  or  red- 
water  fever  of  cattle  is  a  disease  of  the  blood  due  to  a  proto- 
zoon called  piroplasma.    The  parasite  is  spread  to  other 
cattle  by  a  species  of  tick. 

The  lecture  w^as  profusely  illustrated  by  diagrams  thrown 
on  a  screen  by  means  of  limelight.

Action  of  Ammonium  Bromide. 
Dr.  F.  Charteris,  of  Glasgow  University,  as  the  result 
of  a  series  of  physiological  experiments  on  frogs  and. 
mammals,  has  come  to  the  conclusion  ("  Therapeutic 
Gazette")  that  there  is  little  to  be  gained  by  using  the 
bromide  of  ammonium  as  a  less  depressing  salt  than  the 
bromide  of  sodium  or  potassium.  By  varying  the  dose- 
either  the  ammonium  or  the  bromide  action  can  be  procured. 

Treatment  of  a  Common  Cold. 
Dr.  F.  P.  Atkinson,  of  Bexhill-on-Sea,  writes  to  th& 
"British  Medical  Journal,"  stating  that  for  the  ordinary 
cold  in  the  head  his  experience  is  that  the  quickest  result 
is  obtained 

by  giving  30  minims  of  spt.  sethcr  nit.  and  30  drops  of  spt. 
ammon.  aromat.  in  1  oz.  of  water,  repeating  the  dose  in  two 
hours,  and  then  every  four  hours.    Three  or  four  doses  are 
generally  sufficient  to  put  a  stop  to  the  discharge.  Should: 
the  discharge  be  thick  when  first  seen,  then  a  snuff  com- 
posed of  1  grain  of  cocaine,  2  grains  of  menthol,  and  100 
grains  of  boric  acid  quickly  effects  a  rapid  cure.    When  the 
cold  has  run  down  into  the  trachea,  as  shown  by  the  tickling 
of  the  throat  whenever  a  long  breath  is  taken,  then  a  mix- 
ture of  licj.  ammon.  acet.  3! j. ,  spt.  sether.  nit.  n\x.,  in  1  oz.  of 
water,  every  four  hours,  rapidly  gives  the  required  relief. 
We  can  endorse  Dr.  Atkinson's  remarks  in  regard  to  the 
spirits  of  ammonia  and  nitrous  ether  mixture.  Whenever 
one  feels  the  shivering  symptoms  of  a  chill  the  mixture  has- 
a  wonderful  effect  in  restoring  warmth  and  bodily  comfort, 
and  shivering  symptoms  rapidly  disappear.    The  spirit  of 
nitrous  ether  should  be  recent,  and  a  pleasant  draught  is- 
made  by  addition  of  aq.  chlorof.  :

Fiat  haustus. 

This  dose  can  be  taken  every  half-hour  for  four  doses.

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  January  11,  Mr. 
W.  Potter  (President)  in  the  chair. 

Letters  were  read  from  the  Town  Clerk  with  respect  to 
the  Early  Closing  Petition,  from  the  Secretary  to  the  Fair- 
child  Scholarship,  and  from  some  of  the  Parliamentary  can- 
didates. Mr.  Mitchell  suggested  that  Mr.  Will  Thorne,  not 
having  been  approached,  should  be  written  to  at  once.  The 
President  explained  in  committee  what  had  been  done  with 
respect  to  the  Parliamentary  election. 

Widow's  Clause.— Mr.  Blades  re-read  his  paper  on  this 
subject,  and  proposed  a  resolution,  which  was  not  seconded 
rhere  was  an  interesting  discussion,  which  was  taken  part 
in  by  the  President,  Messrs.  Soper,  Matthews,  Cleland 
Mitchell,  and  Forbes.

Mr.  Perry  and  Mr.  Harvey  were  particularly 
successful,  and  repeatedly  encored;  and  Mr.  Hender  again 
gave  a  very  appropriate  song,  which  was  thoroughly 
appreciated. 


Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Victoria  Hotel  on  Wednesday 
evening,  January  10.  Mr.  G.  S.  Woolley  (President) 
briefly  introduced  Mr.  J.  M.  McElroy,  manager  of  the 
Manchester  Electric  Tramways  Department,  who  proceeded 
to  deliver  a  lantern-lecture  on  "  The  Manchester  Tramways 
System."  At  the  close  the  President  moved,  and  Mr.  Harry 
Kemp  seconded,  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  McElroy,  which 
was  carried  with  acclamation. 

Pharmacy  Bill  and  Parliamentary  Candidates. — The 
President  said  the  next  business  was  to  receive  reports  of 
interviews  by  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Association 
with  candidates  for  Parliamentary  honours.  He  had 
formed  one  of  a  deputation  to  Mr.  Winston  Churchill 
from  the  Guardian  Society  for  the  Protection  of 
Trade,  and  got  a  word  in  on  the  subject  of  limited  liability 
companies,  and  his  replies  not  being  at  all  satisfactory  from 
a  pharmaceutical  point  of  view,  Mr.  Westmacott  and  him- 
self had  been  to  see  him  that  morning,  and  he  expressed 
sympathy  with  their  views.  He  also  admitted  the  justice 
of  their  case,  and  he  would  always  be  willing  to  hear  what 
chemists  had  to  say. — Mr.  Harry  Kemp  said  he  had  formed 
one  of  a  deputation  to  Mr.  Nuttall,  who  said  there  was 
justice  in  their  cause,  but  gave  qualified  answers  to  the 
questions,  and  preferred  to  hear  arguments  on  both  sides 
before  committing  himself.  He  would,  however,  give  con- 
sideration to  their  case,  and  would  be  willing  to  receive  a 
deputation  when  the  Bill  should  be  introduced.  That  was 
as  far  as  he  would  go.  Mr.  Nuttall  had  evidently  been  seen 
by  seedsmen  and  others  dealing  in  poisons,  and  by  limited 
companies,  which  was  made  clear  by  his  remarks.  Tho 
following  day  they  saw  Mr.  Cripps,  who  had  on  two  occa- 
sions held  a  brief  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  had 
been  in  touch  with  them.  He  had  also  been  in  Parliament 
on  two  occasions  when  Pharmacy  Bills  had  been  brought  in. 
He  thought  their  title  should  be  respected,  and  that  only 
qualified  men  should  dispense  medicines.  Since  then,  at  an 
interview  with  Mr.  Nuttall,  the  whole  Bill  had  been 
threshed  out,  and  he  was  prepared  to  support  their  cause 
almost  in  toto. — The  President  said  Mr.  Joynson-Hicks  had 
signed  the  formal  questions. — Mr.  Harry  Kemp  said  it  was 
perfectly  hopeless  to  educate  Parliamentary  candidates  on 
pharmaceutical  matters  by  writing  letters  to  them.  It  was 
only  by  conversing  with  them  and  explaining  their  position 
that  they  could  expect  to  gain  their  support.  He  then 
related  in  detail  what  had  taken  place  in  the  matter  of 
correspondence  with  the  candidates  Nuttall  and  Churchill. — ■ 
Mr.  Grier  gave  particulars  of  the  efforts  of  the  deputations 
with  which  he  had  been  connected  in  dealing  with  the  late 
Prime  Minister,  Mr.  Groves,  Mr.  Horridge,  Mr.  Belloc, 
Mr.  Schwann,  Mr.  Galloway,  Mr.  Kelley,  and  others,  the 
results  of  which  were  more  or  less  favourable  to  pharmacists. 
Mr.  Grier  said  it  was  astonishing  how  little  the  candidates 
knew  of  the  subject. — Another  member  of  the  Manchester 
Pharmaceutical  Association  said  Mr.  W.  Agnew's  view  was 
generally  favourable  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  but  he  seemed  to 
think  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores  should  not  be  interfered 
with,  and  that  other  limited  companies  might  be  dealt  with 
differently.  He  had  replied  "Yes"  to  all  the  questions. — 
Both  Mr.  Galloway  and  Mr.  Schwann  had  expressed  them- 
selves in  sympathy  with  the  Bill. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Conference. — The  President  intro- 
duced the  subject  of  the  visit  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Confer- 
ence to  Manchester  in  1907,  and  said  it  would  be  necessary 
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to  form  a  large  committee  to  make  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments. It  was  decided  to  adjourn  the  matter  for  two  or 
three  weeks. 

The  Council  of  the  Association  then  went  into  committee. 


Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  73  Newman  Street,  W.,  on  Janu- 
ary 11,  the  President  (Mr.  A.  G.  C.  Paterson)  in  the  chair. 
Twenty-four  members  were  present.  Mr.  T.  Maben.  F.C.S., 
read  a  paper  on 

Standardisation. 
Mr.  Maben  stated  that  the  rationale  of  standardisation 
is  based  upon  two  facts,  the  first  being  that  crude  drugs 
vary  greatly  in  content  of  active  principle,  and  secondly 
that  ordinary — that  is  to  say,  official — extracts  of  powerful 
drugs  necessarily  vary  greatly  in  activity.  He  proceeded 
to, explain  how  the  variation  in  activity  may  be  due  to  the 
active  principle  being  present  in  specimens  of  the  same  drug 
in  different  quantities,  and  in  those  drugs  where  the  active 
principle  is  undefined  the  amount  of  extractive  matter, 
upon  which  potency  may  depend,  is  also  variable.  The 
third  class  of  drugs  that  he  referred  to  depend  for  their 
activity  mainly  on  glucosides  or  other  principles,  the 
chemical  estimation  of  which  is  difficult  or  impossible.  It 
is  a  fact  that  ordinary  galenical  preparations  vary  greatly 
in  strength,  and  this  variation  was  observed  by  the  physi- 
cian only  until  pharmacists  conceived  the  possibility  of 
standardising  the  preparations  in  some  manner.  The  his- 
tory of  scientific  pharmacy  during  the  last  twenty  years  is 
largely  occupied  with  the  record  of  work  done  in  this  direc- 
tion. Mr.  Maben  then  proceeded  to  quote  from  medical 
journals  the  experience  of  several  medical  men  in  regard  to 
such  galenical  preparations  as  tincture  of  digitalis,  liquid 
extract  of  ergot,  tincture  of  squill,  and  tincture  of  stro- 
phanthus,  each  and  all  being  variable  in  their  results.  In 
the  course  of  his  remarks  he  said  : 

I  shall  be  told  that  the  manufacture  of  galenicals  will  fall 
more  than  ever  into  the  hands  of  the  wholesaler,  and  if  that 
were  to  happen  I  could  only  say  so  much  the  better  for  the 
cause  of  medicine,  for  my  experience  has  been  such  that  I 
would  now  infinitely  rather  trust  myself  to  a  tincture  manu- 
factured by  a  wholesale  firm  of  repute  than  I  would  to  a 
tincture  even  made  by  the  average  pharmacist.    But  that 
is  not  the  real  point.    The  great  question  is  not  whether  the 
manufacturer  of  galenicals  is  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  the 
wholesalers,  or  whether  retail  pharmacists  are  to  keep  this 
branch  of  the  trade  in  their  own  hands.    The  question  is, 
whether  British  medicine  and  British  pharmacy  are  to  be 
delivered  from  the  reproach  in  the  one  case  of  having  to 
depend  upon,  in  the  other  of  having  to  supply,  remedies  of 
which  such  damaging  statements  are  at  this  present  time 
being  made.    Is  such  a  state  of  things  to  bo  allowed  to  con- 
tinue? .  .  .  If  you  can  do  your  estimation,  alkaloidal  or 
otherwise,  yourself  in  your  own  laboratory,  or  if  you  can 
afford  to  pay  a  highly  qualified  assistant  to  do  it  for  you, 
by  all  means  make  your  own  galenicals ;  but  if  it  will  pay 
you  better  to  purchase  them,  then  do  so,  and  never  mind 
the  stupid  clap-trap  that  is  talked  about  turning  the 
chemist  into  a  retailer  of  other  people's  manufactures.  Of 
course  he  is  and  always  will  be.    Nine-tenths  of  every 
chemist  s  business  in  busy  centres— probably  a  great  deal 
more—consists  of  selling  other  people's  manufactures,  and 
many  highly  qualified  men  consider  that  the  time  required 
to  standardise  a  liquid  extract  is  simply  valuable  time  abso- 
lutely thrown  away.    Let  us  look  the  facts  squarely  in  the 
lace,  and  if  we  do  wo  shall  cease  to  talk  as  if  it  were'a  crime 
or  a  violation  of  professional  probity  for  a  chemist  to  pur- 
chase a  pint  of  tincture  from  his  wholesale  house. 
Mr.  Paterson,  opening  the  discussion,  said  that  there  were 
dangers  in  carrying  standardisation  too  far.    For  instance, 
if  the  amount  of  morphine  present  in  opium  be  the  only 
standard,  other  constituents,  vegetable  acids,  etc.,  which 
must  have  some  physiological  effect,  are  overlooked.  In 
the  case  of  the  physiological  standard,  he  thought  that 
the  action  of  drugs  on  animals  must  vary,  as  it  does  on 
human  beings. 

Mr.  Garsed  thought  that  the  figures  published  in  medical 
journals  obtained  from  tests  of  samples  indiscriminately 
purchased  are  misleading.  The  alarming  results  are  as 
much  due  to  the  fact  that  the  supplies  were  obtained  from 
wholesalers  as  to  anything  else;  and,  probably,  if  the 
samples  were  purchased  from  a  retailer  known  to  prepare 
his  own  galenicals  more  concordant  results  would  be  ob- 


tained. Further,  drugs  of  all  grades  are  sold  in  the  market  , 
and  the  retailer  does  not  know  from  which  class  his  prepara- 
tion is  made.  He  thought  that  it  is  fairly  established  that 
external  characters  of  a  drug  give  a  fair  index  to  its  thera- 
peutic activity.  Still,  he  said,  standardisation  is  un- 
doubtedly in  the  march  of  progress. 

Messrs.  Lownsbrough,  Weight,  and  Fairclough  also  con- 
i  tributed  to  the  discussion.    In  response  to  an  inquiry,  Mr. 
Maben  described  fully  the  process  of  standardising  tinc- 
tures of  digitalis,  strophanthus,  and  squill  on  frogs.  A 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  the  lecturer. 


Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants',  and 
Apprentices'  Association. 

A  Meet  fNG  was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on 
Wednesday,  January  10,  at  9.15  p.m.,  Mr.  Joseph  Tait  ( Vice- 
President)  in  the  chair.   Mr.  E.  0.  Rowland  read  a  paper  on 

Minor  Botany 
under  the  title  "The  Relationship  of  the  Flora  of  Edin- 
burgh to  the  Minor  Syllabus."  This  was  a  systematic 
arrangement  of  information  as  to  the  distribution  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Edinburgh  of  the  plants  officially 
enumerated  for  recognition  in  the  Minor  examination.  The 
syllabus  lists  forty-five  plants,  and  of  these  thirty-nine  are 
recorded  as  being  found  in  Midlothian  and  the  surrounding- 
counties.  The  Edinburgh  half  holiday  trip  may,  therefore, 
if  one  keeps  a  sharp  look-out,  yield  an  added  store  of  know- 
ledge.   The  following  is  the  list  : 

Aconitum  Napellus. — A  garden-escape,  found  on  the  banks 
of  the  Almond  river  at  Cramond,  at  Roslin,  Banks  of  the  Esk, 
Corstorphine  and  Arniston. 

Paparcr  Ttliccas. — Very  common  in  cornfields.  It  may  be 
distinguished  from  the  other  local  P.  dubium  by  the  pedun- 
cular hairs  being  spreading  instead  of  adpressed  as  in  the 
latter.  The  fruit  is  also  shorter  and  rounder  than  in  the 
latter. 

Papaver  somnifcrum . — Common  in  gardens  and  met  with 
as  an  escape  at  Caroline  Park,  and  Lasswade. 

Brassica  {Sinapis)  alba  and  B.  nigra. — Not  common  though 
reported  from  North  Queonsferry,  Tranent,  and  Linlithgow 
for  the  former  and  Inchkeith  and  Bo'ness  for  the  latter. 

Cytisus  scoparius. — Common,  e.g.,  at  Colinton  Dell  and 
Blackford  Hill. 

Rosa  canina. — Abundant  at  Colinton  and  Blackford. 

Prunus  Lauro-cerasus. — Common  in  woods  near  mansions 
as  at  Dalmeny,  Corstorphine,  and  the  banks  of  the  Almond, 
and  in  city  villa  gardens. 

Conium  maculatum. — Very  common,  e.g.,  Calton  Hill, 
Blackford  Hill,  Castle  Rock,  roadside  at  Nether  Liberton, 
Salisbury  Crags,  etc. 

(Enanthe  crocata. — Common  on  the  edges  of  streams. 
Found  abundantly  on  the  links  at  Port  Seton  shore. 

Sambucus  nigra. — Abundant  all  round  and  in  Edinburgh. 
Fine  specimens  may  be  got  at  Inveresk,  Colinton  Dell,  Black- 
ford Hill,  and  Arthur  Seat  (facing  Duddingston).  A  white- 
fruited  tree  grows  on  the  roadside  near  the  old  mill  at  Slate- 
ford  end  of  Colinton  Dell. 

Valeriana  officinalis. — Very  common  near  streams  and  in 
damp  woods  around  Edinburgh.  Good  stations  are  Colinton 
Dell,  Roslin  Glen,  and  the  Almond  banks  at  Cramond.  The 
variety  sambuci folia  is  the  one  found  locally. 

Anthcmis  nobi/is. — Seldom  seen  and  only  as  an  escape. 
Sometimes  found  in  cottage  gardens  as  at  Carrington,  near 
Gorebridge. 

Matricaria  Chamomilla. — An  introduced  plant  in  fields  and 
waste  ground  at  Colinton,  Murrayfield,  etc. 

Taraxacum  officinale. — Exceedingly  abundant  all  over  the 
district. 

Menyanthes  trifoliata. — In  mossy  and  boggy  places  on  Pent- 
land  Hills,  and  abundant  on  the  south  shore  of  Duddingstone 
Loch. 

Atropa  Belladonna. — Seldom  seen.  Has  been  found  be- 
tween Aberdour  and  Donibristle,  Borthwick  Castle,  Inchcolm, 
and  Prestonpans. 

Hyoscyamus  niger. — Found  occasionally  on  the  shores  of 
the  Firth  of  Forth.  Occurs  on  Inchkeith,  and  fine  specimens 
may  be  got  at  the  old  quarry  where  the  Colinton  Railway 
crosses  the  canal  and  roadway  beyond  Slateford. 

Solarium  Dulcamara. — Fairly  common  in  hedgerows. 
Found  on  Eskside,  near  Musselburgh,  and  common  between 
Ormiston  and  Smeaton,  and  on  the  coast  between  Aberdour 
and  Burntisland. 

Digitalis  purpurea. — Very  common  in  gardens  and  shrub- 
beries in  the  city.  Good  wild  specimens  may  be  got  on  Black- 
ford Hill,  Braid  Hills,  Pentland  Hills,  and  Corstorphine  Hill. 
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Lavandula  vera.— Never  seen  wild,  but  frequently  occurs  in 
gardens.  . 

Mentha  piperita.— In  wet  places  at  Arniston  and  jNortn 
Queensferry.  The  very  closely  allied  M.  aqualica  is  not  un- 
common, and  fine  specimens  may  be  found  at  the  mail  pit, 
Craigcrook,  Braid  Burn,  Pentland  Hills,  Thncpmuir  Reser- 
voir, and  Blackford  Hill. 

Mentha  tiridis.— Not  common,  except  as  an  escape— e. fir., 
at  Musselburgh,  Granton,  and  on  the  south  railway  embank- 
ment near  the  point  where  the  Colinton  and  Glasgow  lines 
divide  beyond  Slateford. 

Mentha  Pulcgi um .—Rare.    May  be  found  in  wet  places 
near  springs  on  the  Pentland  Hills. 

Daphne  Laureola. — Very  common  in  woods  and  policies 
near  mansions  such  as  Dalmony. 

Daphne  Mczercum. — Fine  specimens  may  be  seen  in  the 
nursery  at  the  foot  of  Orchard  Brae.  Comely  Bank,  and  in 
several  gardens  in  the  city.    Also  at  Roslin  and  Dalhousie. 

Qucreus  Robur  and  Ulmus  campestris. — Very  common  even 
inside  the  city. 

Salix  alba. — Common  on  the  banks  of  all  local  streams. 
Fine  specimens  may  be  seen  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Saughton 
and  on  Esksido  between  Inveresk  and  Musselburgh. 

Colchicum  auturnnale. — Never  seen  wild,  but  may  be  seen 
in  gardens. 

Avena  sativa,  Hordcum  distichun  and  Triticum  vulgare. — 
Common  in  cultivation. 

Pinu.i  sylvestris. — Common.  Good  stations  are  Corstor- 
phinc  Hill,  Colinton  Dell,  and  Roslin  Glen. 

Juniper  us  communis. — Fairly  common  on  hills  and  heathy 
moors.  A  convenient  station  is  the  craggy  banks  of  the  stream 
on  Bonaly  Hill.  Colinton. 

Juniper  us  Sabina. — Not  a  local  plant,  but  very  fine  speci- 
mens may  be  seen  in  the  French  garden  of  Lord  Elibank  at 
Eddleston,  near  Peebles. 

Taxus  baccata. — Common  in  most  woods.  The  male  plant 
is  very  much  commoner  than  the  female.  Fine  specimens 
may  be  seen  at  the  Grotto.  Cramond,  Roslin  Glen,  and  on  the 
road  from  Colinton  Dell  to  Craiglockhart.  The  variety 
known  as  the  Irish  yew  (T.  b.  fastirjiata)  is  common  in  the  city 
cemeteries,  and  a  fine  old  specimen  grows  beside  the  old 
parish  church  at  Colinton. 

Aspidium  Filix-mas. — Very  common  in  woods  such  as  Dal- 
meny  and  Roslin  Glen. 

Mr.  Rowland  mentioned  as  interesting  books  "  Lessons  from 
Fields  and  Lanes."  by  G.  A.  Grierson,  F.L.S.  (Bleasdale  & 
Co.,  York),  an  old  member  and  prize-taker  of  this  Associa- 
tion ;  John's  "Flowers  of  the  Field"  (S.P.C.K.);  and 
"Botanical  Tables  for  the  Use  of  Junior  Students."  by- 
Arabella  Buckley  (Edward  Stanford).  The  paper  was  illus- 
strated  by  a  number  of  fresh  and  mounted  specimens. 

Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  showed  a  series  of  experiments  for 
apprentices  illustrating  atmospheric  pressure  and  other 
subjects. 


Representation  of  Pharmacy  in  Parliament. 

A  Joint  Meeting  of  the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  the  Glasgow  and  West  of 
Scotland  Chemists'  Trade  Association  was  held  in  Glasgow 
on  Friday  evening,  January  12,  to  consider  the  question  of 
the  representation  of  pharmacy  in  Parliament.  In  the 
absence  of  the  Presidents  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie  was  called  to 
the  chair.  He  explained  how  the  subject  arose,  and  read 
the  suggestions  submitted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Federa- 
tion of  Pharmaceutical  Associations,  which  have  been  dis- 
cussed by  various  Associations,  all  of  whom  had  expressed 
themselves  in  favour  of  the  general  principle,  and  some 
of  whom  had  intimated  their  willingness  to  subscribe  to  a 
fund.  The  first  question  they  as  Associations  had  to  con- 
sider was  as  to  whether  they  favoured  the  idea  of  having 
direct  representation  in  Parliament,  and,  if  so,  would  they 
agree  to  subscribe  to  a  fund  to  be  raised  and  utilised  for 
parliamentary  purposes. 

Mr.  Moir  asked  if  Mr.  Currie  could  give  any  idea  as  to 
how  much  they  wished  to  raise  as  a  central  fund  to  begin 
with. 

Mirj  purrie  rePlied  that  certainly  not  less  than  1  000/ 
would  be  required  before  an  election  could  be  fought  with 
any  prospect  of  success. 

that''  M°'r  :  mUCh  a  yeM  WU1  th<?y  re9uire  after 

Mr.  Currie  :  That  will  be  a  very  difficult  question  to 
answer.  * 


Mr.  Moir  :  About  how  much  a  year  do  you  need  to  sub- 
sidise a  member  ? 

Mr.  Currie  said  that  in  considering  the  financial  aspect  of 
the  project  they  calculated  upon  getting  a  guarantee  of  10/. 
from  each  of  the  42  federated  Associations,  which  would 
w<  il  1 1  >  1  give  them  420/.  Then  they  looked  for  subscriptions 
from  other  bodies  and  individuals  not  connected  with  the 
Associations.  The  raising  of  the  money  might  be  simple 
enough.  If  a  hundred  gentlemen  would  give  10/.  each  they 
would  have  1,000/.  right  away.  The  teachers,  for  instance, 
have  a  guarantee  fund  of  several  thousand  pounds.  Not 
only  do  the  teachers  pay  the  election  expenses,  but  they 
subsidise  their  members. 

Mr.  Moir  :  That  is  what  I  suppose  you  would  do  ? 

Mr.  Currie  :  We  did  not  propose  to  subsidise  our  members. 

Mr.  Moir  :  I  understand  the  central  fund  is  to  defray 
election  expenses,  and  that  400/.  or  500/.  a  year  would  be 
required  for  subsidising  members. 

Mr.  Currie  :  I  rather  think  the  payment  of  members  has 
been  left  entirely  out  of  the  deliberations.  I  don't  think 
the  members  would  ever  agree  to  such  a  thing. 

Mr.  Murchie  :  Is  there  any  objec  tion  to  giving  the  names 
of  the  two  gentlemen  referred  to  in  this  connection  ? 

Mr.  Currie  :  It  is  not  necessary  in  the  meantime  to  give 
the  names,  seeing  that  the  gentlemen  are  not  coming  forward 
just  now. 

Mr.  Murchie  :   Are  they  in  a  position  to  represent  us 

without  being  subsidised  ? 

Mr.  Currie  :  Both,  I  think,  are  able  to  do  so. 

At  this  stage  Mr.  Lennox,  one  of  the  secretaries,  read  a 

letter  from  Mr.  Gilmour,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 

Association,  who  wrote  : 

I  am  opposed  to  it  on  the  abstract  principle  that  all  class  or 
sectional  representation  is  vicious.  This  is  perhaps  a  quixo- 
tic position,  but  even  the  Knight  of  La  Mancha  had  some 
of  the  inspirations  of  righteousness.  I  object  to  the  scheme 
because  it  is  premature,  and  because  the  proposals  for  the 
organisation  and  administration  of  the  func-3  are  inadequate 
or  impracticable.  I  am  satisfied  that  meantime  the  interests 
of  pharmacy  will  bo  sufficiently  served  in  Parliament  by  the 
return  of  such  a  man  as  Mr.  Idris. 

Replying  to  another  question,  Mr.  Currie  stated  that  a 
number  of  the  Associations  did  not,  as  such,  guarantee  any 
sum,  but  members  had  promised  subscriptions.  It  might 
be  easy  enough  to  raise  the  first  fund,  but  would  they  be 
inclined  to  favour  the  imposition  of  what  would  amount  to 
an  annual  tax  ? 

Mr.  Guthrie  :  Unless  you  had  an  outstanding  man  (o 
represent  you,  the  thing  would  not  be  worth  your  while 
going  on  with. 

Mr.  Currie  :  I  quite  agree  with  you  there. 
Mr.  Moir  :  The  money  would  require  to  be  there  to  meet 
any  emergency  that  might  arise. 

Mr.  Currie  :  I  am  bound,  in  all  fairness,  to  tell  you  that 
Sheffield — a  very  large  and  a  very  influential  Association — 
has  gone  dead  against  it.  Others  affirm  the  principle,  but 
do  not  see  that  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  fund  ;  and  so  on. 

Mr.  Moir  said  there  was  no  getting  away  from  the  fact 
that  if  they  were  to  have  any  power  they  must  have  a  man 
in  Parliament,  paid  by  them  or  assisted  by  them  in  some 
way.  Mr.  Idris  was  good  enough,  but  he  was  not  indebted 
to  them  in  any  way,  and  could  do  whatever  he  chose,  even 
in  oppositicn  to  their  views.  Other  organisations,  such  as 
the  Post  Office  servants  and  the  teachers,  had  found  that  it 
was  only  by  having  a  member  at  their  beck  and  call  that 
they  could  expect  to  have  their  views  prosecuted  and  given 
effect  to.  He  believed  that  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
or  the  chemists  and  druggists  had  had  one  such  man  repre- 
senting them  in  Parliament  in  years  gone  by  they  would 
have  been  in  an  entirely  different  position  to-day  from  what 
they  found  themselves  in.  On  the  other  hand,  there  was 
the  question  of  money.  The  present  finances  of  the  Asso- 
ciations wrere  quite  inadequate  for  the  purpose,  and  would 
require  to  be  more  than  doubled.  A  number  of  public- 
spirited  gentlemen  connected  with  their  trade  might  be  got 
to  do  all  that  was  required ;  but  he  would  prefer  to  see  the 
Associations  do  it,  so  that  they  might  all  have  a  hand  in  the 
matter.  He  believed  it  would  pay  them,  as  a  trade,  not 
only  to  pay  the  election  expenses  of  a  man  to  represent  them 
in  Parliament,  but  to  subsidise  him  to  the  extent  of  100/.  or 
200/.  a  year.    But  the  present  election  had  advanced  so  far 
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that  they  could  do  nothing  at  this  time,  and  as  it  was  a 
matter  that  required  to  be  looked  at  from  various  points  of 
view  he  begged  to  move  : 

That  while  we  are  of  opinion  that  direct  Parliamentary 

representation  is  desirable,  we  are  not  prepared  to  commit 

ourselves  without  further  consideration. 

Mr.  Guthrie  seconded  the  resolution. 

Mr.  Lennox  said  he  was  pretty  much  of  the  opinion  of 
Mr.  Gilmour.  He  thought  that,  as  an  Association,  they 
should  let  it  be  known  at  once  that  they  disapproved  of  the 
principle  of  subsidising  a  member  of  Parliament.  Like 
doctors  and  dentists,  for  instance,  they  should  content  them- 
selves with  the  assistance  they  got  from  private  members 
who  were  in  sympathy  with  the  aspirations  of  the  trade. 
He  moved,  as  an  amendment  : 

That  while  approving  of  the  representation  of  pharmacy 

in  Parliament,  we  are  not  prepared  to  consider  the  question 

of  subsidising  any  person  to  represent  us. 

Mr.  Tocher  seconded  the  amendment. 

On  a  vote  being  taken  Mr.  Moir's  motion  was  carried  by 
16  to  5. 

The  members  afterwards  sat  in  private  to  discuss  matters 
relative  to  the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  elections.

Dublin  Apothecaries  Dine. 

On  Saturday  evening,  January  13,  the  Governor  of  the 
Apothecaries'  Hall  (Ireland) — Colonel  Adye  Curran,  M.D. 
— presided  at  the  annual  dinner  of  the  members  of  the  com- 
pany in  the  Gresham  Hotel,  Dublin.  There  was  a  large 
number  present.  Sir  Charles  Cameron,  in  proposing  the 
toast  of  "The  Apothecaries'  Hall,"  said  that  in  1446 
Henry  IV.  granted  the  first  charter  for  medical  purposes 
to  a  body  in  Dublin,  fifteen  years  before  a  similar  charter 
was  granted  in  England.  The  Chairman,  in  responding, 
said  that  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  of  Ireland  had  for  many 
years  been  a  well-known  landmark  in  the  city  of  Dublin,  and 
one  which  he  trusted  might  remain  for  many  years  to  come. 
It  was  brought  into  existence  in  the  reign  of  George  III., 
for  the  twofold  purpose  of  providing  the  good  old  confiden- 
tial family  physician  (now  almost  as  extinct  as  the  dodo) 
and  also  for  the  supply  of  pure  drugs  to  his  Majesty's  loyal 
subjects.  For  the  accomplishment  of  these  two  ends  succes- 
sive Boards  of  the  Hall  have  successfully  striven.  In  the 
advancement  of  science  that  old-fashioned  qualification  had 
given  way  to  the  present  more  comprehensive  one — viz.  a 
triple  qualification  in  medicine,  surgery,  and  midwifery- 
acceptable  alike  to  the  Army,  Navy,  and  Civil  Services.  He 
also  mentioned  that  the  competition  in  the  drug-trade  had 
been  so  keen  of  late  that  the  contract  for  medicines  to  the 
Army  Board  and  to  several  Unions  in  Ireland  (which  was 
held  by  the  Hall  for  many  years)  had  to  be  relinquished,  as 
it  was  found  impossible  to  supply  the  genuine  articles  at  the 
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low  contract-rates  now  accepted  by  those  bodies,  which  rates 
have  necessitated  the  employment  of  analysts  throughout  the 
country. 

Bath  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Pickwickian  glories  were  revived  on  Thursday  last  when 
the  members  and  their  lady  friends  gathered  in  the  Old 
AssembiyRooms,  the  "wery  identical  ones, "as  the  immortal 
Sam  would  say,  for  a  New  Year's  social.  Mr.  A.  C.  Olds, 
acting  as  master  of  the  ceremonies,  received  the  members  in 
the  card-room,  and  offered  them  "Fraternal  greetings  and 
heartiest  good  wishes  for  a  prosperous  and  useful  New  Year

Are  we  Scoring 

in  the  general  scrimmage  ?  There  is  reason 
to  believe  that  we  are.  I  hear  of  well-directed  organised 
efforts,  and  of  what  is  almost  more  useful,  the  exercise  of 
much  individual  influence  on  candidates,  and  though  a  good 
deal  of  valuable  exhortation  has  unavoidably  been  wasted  on 
pei-sonages  whose  opinions  a  few  days  later  were  of  but 
little  consequence,  there  is  already  little  doubt  that  a  sub- 
stantial and  perhaps  a  powerful  pharmaceutical  party  will 
emerge  from  the  contest.  Unfortunately,  however  strong 
we  may  be  in  the  coming  Parliament,  if  one  wretched 
blocker  squeezes  his  way  in,  all  this  strength  is  latent.  Here 
is  another  County  Court  Judge  last  week  at  Blackburn, 
like  those  of  Cardiff  and  Lambeth,  and  like  the  ex-Lord 
Chancellor  himself,  insisting  on  the  necessity  of  an  amend- 
ment of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  it  is  monstrous  that  any 
one  or  two  interested  M.P.s  should  be  able  to  prevent  the 
mere  discussion  of  this  object.  We  must  somehow  over- 
come that  difficulty  next  Session.  As  Mr.  McKee  says, 
what  we  want  is  to  get  our  Bill  discussed ;  we  want  Parlia- 
ment to  express  its  opinion  of  it,  one  way  or  the  other. 
Many  of  us  would  not  be  convinced  by  its  verdict  if  it 
were  adverse  to  us,  but  probably  most  of  us  would  be  con- 
vinced of  the  futility  of  further  agitation.  Does  not  such 
a  paradise  of  peace  appeal  to  Mr.  Boot  sufficiently  to  induce 
him  to  work  with  us  towards  the  promoting  of  this  one 
square  fight  ? 

The  Apothecaries'  Hall  of  Ireland 

must  now  either  fight  the 
Irish  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  the  Law  Courts  or  abandon 
the  field  of  pharmacy  in  its  favour.  The  issue  is  perfectly 
definite.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  the  President  made  the  unqualified  assertion  that 
the  certificate  of  an  assistant  to  an  apothecary  has  no  legal 
standing,  and  does  not  entitle  the  holder  to  sell  poisons  or 
conduct  or  manage  a  business.  The  directors  of  the  Hall 
have  peremptorily  demanded  the  retractation  of  that  state- 
ment, and  in  reply  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  have  endorsed  it.  The  dispute  is  obviously  a 
momentous  one  for  pharmacy  in  Ireland,  and  a  specially 
interesting  feature  about  it  as  it  stands  is  that  the 
respondents,  as  the  pharmacists  may  be  called,  have  at  the 
first  call  laid  their  cards  face  upwards  on  the  table. 

Not  Less  Striking 

than  the  Board  of  Trade  statistics  as 
evidence  of  the  remarkable  development  of  British  com- 
merce in  1905,  and  tending  also  to  show  that  home  trade 
shared  in  the  revival,  are  the  figures  furnished  by  the 
Bankers'  London  Clearing-house.  During  the  year  the 
value  of  the  cheques  which  passed  through  the  Lom- 
bard Street  room  reached  the  inconceivable  total  of 
12,285,935,000/.,  an  increase  of  1,700  millions  over  the 
figures  of  1904,  which  were  themselves  a  record.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  realise  that  cheques  have  not  been  in  general  use  in 
this  country  for  a  century  yet,  and  other  countries  have 
followed  us  in  adopting  them.  A  French  writer  (Esquiros) 
in  a  study  of  English  life,  published  thirty  or  forty  years 
ago,  said  he  asked  an  English  tradesman  what  was  the  dis- 
tinction between  a  man  and  a  gentleman.  The  tradesman 
told  him  that  the  man  came  to  his  shop  and  paid  cash  for 
the  goods  he  bought,  but  the  gentleman  had  a  six-months' 
account  and  then  paid  by  cheque. 
The  Historical  Manuscripts  Commission 

is  a  body  of  very 

eminent  men  who,  by  permission  of  the  owners,  are  ran- 


sacking the  records  preserved  in  the  old  family  mansions  of 
the  country,  and  publishing  such  specimens  of  the  old  docu- 
ments they  find  as  may  illustrate  the  history  of  past  cen- 
turies. Over  a  hundred  thick  volumes  of  the  results  thus 
collected  have  already  appeared.  Just  now  the  Commission 
and  its  experts  are  working  on  the  treasures  of  Belvoir 
Castle,  a  particularly  rich  mine,  "  the  estate  having 
descended  to  its  present  owner  from  the  Domesday  tenant- 
in  capite."  Vol.  4  of  the  Belvoir  collection  has  been  issued 
recently,  and  a  dip  into  the  household  books  therein  laid 
under  contribution  will  serve  to  give  a  glimpse  of  the  rela- 
tions of  the  great  thanes  and  their 

Medical  Attendants 

in  Tudor  and  Stuart  days,  the  period 
covered  by  the  volume  referred  to.  It  is  explained  that 
"only  an  infinitesimal  proportion"  of  the  contents  of  the 
household  books  of  the  castle  is  here  given,  and,  of  course, 
the  extracts  which  follow  are  only  an  infinitesimal  pro- 
portion of  the  selection.  Generally  the  accounts  are  those 
of  the  stewards  or  treasurers.  The  following  occurs  in 
1533  :  "  Item  in  reward  the  xii  day  of  Julii  to  Roger 
Smyth,  poticarye,  for  his  payne  takyn  with  my  Lord  in 
his  fevir  viiZi  xiii.s  iiiid — to  him  for  such  stuff  as  he  spent 
about  my  Lord  in  the  tyme  of  his  sekeness  xxxiis  xd — 
in  the  holl  viiiit  xiis  xd  " ;  the  arithmetic  of  which  calls 
forth  an  editorial  "sic."  On  the  same  occasion  Dr. 
Bartlet  gets  a  reward  of  30*.,  and  Dr.  Freman  13s.  4d. 
A  little  later  in  the  same  year  appears  a  payment  of  3s.  4rf. 
"  to  a  woman  phicisian  at  Bingeham  in  the  Vale."  The 
scribes  of  those  days  evidently  prided  themselves  on  the 
variations  they  could  introduce  into  the  spelling  of  hard 
words.  So  in  1539  Dr.  Gwynne,  "  Fyzytyon,"  gets 
16s.  8(/.  as  a  quarter's  wages.  In  1540  Dr.  Edwardes  travels 
from  Cambridge  to  Croxton  "  ix  dayes  at  vis  viiitf  the 
day"  to  attend  on  Lord  Roos  who  was  "  sek  of  a  nagew." 
In  1541  "  Mr.  Leveret  the  phesicion  came  to  my  Lady  and 
tarried  at  Belvoier  iii  days."  He  was  rewarded  with  xs. 
Possibly  his  keep  was  taken  into  consideration.  In  1543 
the  medical  profession  had  a  tremendous  haul  out  of  Bel- 
voir. Dr.  Augustyne  got  75s.  "over  and  beside"  a  gown 
of  damask  worth  41.  10s.  ;  Dr.  Baker  got  22s.  6d .  ;  Dr. 
Nicholas,  81.  10s.  lOd. ;  Dr.  Crome  77s.  lid.  "over  and 
beside "  12  yards  of  damask  for  a  gown,  also  valued  at 
41.  10s.;  Dr.  Bell  had  40s.,  and  Mr.  Oliff,  "the  king's 
surgean,"  11.  14s.  6d.,  and  11  yards  of  damask.  Probably 
Mrs.  Oliff  was  a  little  lady.  Along  with  all  these  lavish 
disbursements  6s.  8c/.  was  paid  "  for  ypocras  when  my  Lord 
was  syke."  In  1598  my  Lord  is  reported  to  have  given  61. 
for  two  bezer  (bezoar)  stones.  These  were  in  high  repute 
as  antidotes  to  poison. 

In  the  Seventeenth  Century 

the  physicians  who  came  to  Bel- 
voir generally  got  a  pound  a  day  for  their  attendance. 
Items  at  that  rate  frequently  recur.  In  1604  "  Mr.  Doctor 
Mumforde "  (observe  the  respectful  "Mr."),  is  paid  15/. 
"  for  commynge  from  London  to  mynister  phissicke  to  mye 
Ladye."  In  1606  Sir  Walter  Raleigh's  man  is  paid  20s.  for 
a  water  for  the  colicque ;  30s.  for  5  an  ounce  of  musk  to 
make  plaister ;  40s.  for  a  pound  of  tobacco ;  and  5s.  for 
pipes.  In  1663  the  apothecary  has  fallen  from  his  high 
estate  alongside  the  physician,  as  is  testified  by  the  entrv 
"Dr.  Dakin,  51.  The  apothecary's  bill,  1?.  16s."  In  1679 
my  Lord  had  a  doctor  with  him  for  twelve  days  at  a  cost 
of  12/.,  and  "  to  his  man  that  came  with  him,  5s."  In  the 
same  illness,  apparently,  "  Mr.  Cartwright  by  my  Lord's 
orders  came  to  see  him  and  preacht,  21."  In  1641  the  Duke 
was  keeping  his  own  accounts ;  those  were  rather  bad  times 
for  the  aristocracy.  He  notes  that  he  "  paid  to  Sir  Daniell 
Delyne  for  two  gree  (grey)  stones  whose  virtue  is  good  to 
cure  the  stone  in  the  bladder  or  kidneyes  for  which  I  have 
payd  3/.  5s.  and  am  to  have  a  twelv  moneths  tryall  and  yf  I 
do  not  like  them  I  shall  have  40s.  for  them  againe."  No 
doubt  a  good  bargain  for  Sir  Daniell  in  any  case.  The 
editor  mentions  in  regard  to  this  duke's  household  book  that 
it  contains  copies  of  various  medical  prescriptions.

The  Chemist's  Qualification. 

We  gather  from  an  announcement  made  by  Mr.  Robinson, 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  at  the  Council- 
meeting  last  week,  that  there  is  some  difficulty  in  knowing 
what  to  do  about  the  decision  in  Brown  v.  Leggett.  That  is 
a  hopeful  expression  of  opinion,  for  it  would  be  a  mistake 
if  the  Council  were  to  let  it  pass  without  the  fullest  con- 
sideration; which  would  be  the  natural  outcome  if,  to 
quote  our  valued  contributor  "  Xrayser  "  : 

the  utmost  that  can  be  deduced  from  the  judgment  is  that  it 
would  not  be  ultra  vires  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Council, 
with  the  sanction  of  the  Privy  Council,  to  declare  that  a 
Part  1  poison— strychnine,  for  instance— when  compounded 
in  a  certain  proportion,  should  be  treated  as  a  Part  2 
poison. 

This  is  a  pithy  expression  of  one  point  in  the  case  which  was 
decided  with  certainty  by  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  and  his 
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legal  brothers;  but  there  was  much  more  in  the  case  than 
that,  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  as  the  authorita- 
tive body  under  the  Act,  are  bound  to  consider.  "  Xrayser  " 
has  dismissed  with  something  approaching  to  scorn  our 
suggestion  that  this  case  has  thrown  a  new  light  upon  the 
(nullification  of  those  registered  under  the  Act.  It  is 
admitted  that  the  object  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  was  to  pro- 
vide a  class  of  qualified  persons  as  a  safeguard  between  the 
public  and  the  supply  of  poisons.  The  purpose  is  so  stated 
in  the  preamble.  All  the  important  decisions  hitherto  in 
respect  to  the  selling  of  poisons  have  confirmed  this,  and  the 
Courts  have  held,  especially  in  the  Armson  case,  that,  the 
purpose  of  the  Act  being  to  ensure  the  qualification  of  the 
seller,  it  is  immaterial  in  what  form  a  poison  is  sold  by  an  un- 
qualified person — the  law  being  that  as  a  seller  he  shall  not 
handle  a  poison  at  all.  For  a  dozen  years  the  Council  and 
other  authorities  have  assumed  that  the  Armson  decision 
applies  to  Section  17  as  well  as  to  Section  15 ;  and  the 
attempt  was  made  in  Brown  r.  Leggett  to  get  a  ruling  upon 
this,  but  it  failed.  Perhaps  the  Court  avoided  the  point, 
but  that  does  not  wipe  it  out ;  and  our  suggestion  is  that  as 
regards  the  sale  of  poisons  by  qualified  vendors,  the  con- 
ditions of  Section  17,  as  to  labelling,  etc.,  apply  solely  to 
the  articles  named  in  Schedule  (A)  and  those  that  have  been 
added  to  it  by  gazetted  resolution,  the  qualification  of  the 
vendor  alone  being  provided  in  respect  to  other  articles 
containing  these  substances.  There  is  not  a  word  in  the 
Act  against  this  proposition,  but  it  is  argued  that  the 
Armson  decision  added  to  the  Schedule  a  third  class  of 
articles,  or,  at  least,  articles  which  unqualified  persons  may 
not  sell,  therefore,  when  qualified  persons  sell  them,  the 
provisions  of  Section  17  must  be  conformed  with.  Keeping 
in  view  the  obiter  dic  tum  of  the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  that  if 
the  Armson  decision  were  applied  to  Section  17  "  the  effect 
would  be  to  wipe  away  all  the  sections  of  the  enactment 
which  draw  a  distinction  between  the  first  part  of 
Schedule  (A)  and  the  second  part  of  it,"  it  is  reasonable  to 
ask  the  Council  not  to  dismiss  our  suggestion  as  inconsis- 
tent either  with  the  spirit  of  the  Act  or  with  the  interpreta- 
tions of  it.  Its  dismissal  implies  that  the  Armson  decision 
does  apply  to  Section  17,  and  if  so  complications  are  reintro- 
duced. Moreover,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  statutory 
qualification  is  to  sell,  compound,  or  dispense,  the  Council 
might  consider  as  a  corollary  what  constitutes  "  any  article 
when  forming  part  of  the  ingredients  of  any  medicine  dis- 
pensed by  a  person  registered  under  this  Act."  It  is  sug- 
gested that  this  provides  for  the  exercise  of  the  qualification 
apart  from  compounding  and  dispensing  physician's  pre- 
scriptions, and  an  official  pronouncement  on  the  point  would 
be  of  value. 


A  Boot  Sketch. 

Anyone  who  has  ever  visited  the  House  of  Lords  when  the 
Law  Lords  have  been  sitting  as  such  may  have  noticed  how 
very  prosaic  and  unimpressive  this  most  august  chamber  is 
then.  One  sees  the  Lord  Chancellor,  in  wig  and  gown, 
sitting  at  a  table  in  front  of  the  Woolsack,  and  on  the  front- 
bench  or  benches  (according  to  the  number  present)  are  his 
colleagues  in  ordinary  morning  dress.  There  is  little  or' 
nothing  of  the  paraphernalia  of  the  law  about  the  Chamber, 
except  the  Lord  Chancellor's  garb  and  the  wigs  and  gowns 
of  the  counsel  addressing  their  Lordships.  It  does  not  lend 
itself  to  pictorial  effort,  and  that  is  perhaps  why  none  of  the 
editors  of  1880  depicted  the  scene  when  the  House  delivered 
judgment  in  the  case  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  the 
London  and  Provincial  Supply  Association,  Ltd.  We 
almost  welcome,  therefore,  the  beautiful  picture  provided 
by  Mr.  Jesse  Boot  in  a  page  advertisement  in  Monday 


morning's  newspapers.  We  reproduce  it  on  a  smaller  scale 
than  the  original,  but  it  loses  none  of  its  artistic  features  by 
reproduction  : 


As  the  standing  attitude  adopted  by  the  Lord  Chancellor  is 
unusual,  it  may  be  well  to  explain  that  the  inscription  to  the 
picture  tells  us  that  he  is  "delivering  judgment"  in  the 
aforesaid  case.  This  is  probably  the  first  instance  on 
record  of  the  assumption  of  such  an  attitude  by  the  chief 
of  the  law.  In  poetry  and  art  "artistic  liberties"  are 
common  enough,  that  being  a  polite  term  for  inaccuracies. 
Certainly  nothing  could  be  more  in  keeping  with  the  argu- 
ment of  the  page  advertisement  than  W.  H.  S.'s  sketch. 
The  one  point  of  Mr.  Boot's  fresh  announcement  is  that  the 
House  of  Lords'  decision  maintained  the  law  which  "per- 
mits companies  to  keep  chemists'  shops  so  long  as  they 
employ  duly  qualified  chemists  therein."  We  and  others 
have  told  Mr.  Boot  over  and  over  again  that  this  is  an  in- 
correct statement  of  an  idea  of  his  own  which  does  not  exist 
in  fact.  But  he  persists  in  reiterating  the  statement  to  the 
public  and  members  of  Parliament,  bolstering  it  up  with 
other  statements  which  are  open  to  a  similar  objection — ■ 
viz.,  that  they  entirely  ignore  the  multitude  of  facts  in 
regard  to  companies  trading  in  the  chemist's  business  which 
conclusively  demonstrate  that  the  law  on  this  subject  is,  in 
its  main  issues,  inapplicable  to  companies.  Mr.  Boot's  an- 
nouncement otherwise  is  chiefly  an  attack  on  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.  It  is  unnecessary  to  notice  all  the  details. 
The  main  thing  which  the  promoters  and  supporters  of  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  have  to  do  is  to  push  home  the  real  grounds 
for  seeking  amendment  of  the  law — viz.,  the  House  of  Lords 
found  that  Parliament  in  1868  omitted  to  bring  corporate 
bodies  within  the  provisions  of  Sections  1  and  15  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act.  These  provisions  set  up,  for  the  public 
safety,  a  qualification  for  individuals  who  assume  the  title 
"chemist  and  druggist"  and  keep  open  shop  for  selling  or 
dispensing  poisons.  Companies  do  these  things,  and  the 
Courts  have  declared  that  they  have  no  power  over  them 
under  the  Pharmacy  Act.  Obviously,  therefore,  the  Act 
fails  in  its  intentions  to  safeguard  the  public,  and  hundreds 
of  individuals  who  are  not  chemists  and  druggists,  and  have 
failed  in  the  statutory  manner  to  qualify  themselves  as  such, 
with  the  help  of  the  Companies  Acts  have  formed  them- 
selves into  companies,  and  so  got  behind  the  provisions  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act.  Mr.  Boot  in  a  letter  on  p.  96  explains 
what  he  means,  and  we  there  point  out  what  he  overlooks. 

Chemists  in  Parliament. 

There  was  a  timely  little  talk  amongst  Glasgow  chemists 
last  week  relative  to  the  representation  of  pharmacy  in 
Parliament.  We  report  it  fully,  and  it  will  be  observed 
that  the  result  was  quite  inconclusive ;  but  the  significance 
of  the  conversation  lies  in  the  fact  that  it  is  a  good  reflection 
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of  the  feeling  expressed  wherever  chemists,  humble  or 
elevated,  gather  themselves  together.  All  are  agreed  that 
the  drug-trade  should  have  a  direct  representative  in  Parlia- 
ment, but  they  are  equally  agreed  that  the  time  is  not  ripe, 
and  the  trade  is  not  prepared  to  secure  the  return  of  a 
member.  It  is  probable  that  with  the  passing  of  the  General 
Election  the  subject  may  drop,  and  without  much  harm 
resulting,  but  in  face  of  the  remarkable  change  which  this 
election  demonstrates  it  would  be  a  pity  if  chemists  and 
druggists  do  not  now,  or  in  the  immediate  future,  arrange 
to  march  with  the  times.  The  change  that  we  refer  to  is 
not  that  of  political  parties,  but  the  augmented  return  of 
class  representatives.  Parliament  was  wont  to  be  made  up 
of  leisured  men,  those  who  either  by  birth  or  their  own 
industry  were  able  to  support  themselves  while  devoting 
their  abilities  and  time  to  the  welfare  of  their  fellow- 
countrymen.  The  advance  of  education  has  brought  into 
the  parliamentary  arena  men  of  industrial  and  professional 
origin  who  have  equal  ability  but  less  leisure,  and  the  assist- 
ance which  they  have  rendered  in  legislation  has  justified 
their  choice.  Classes  know  that  it  does  not  pay  to  have 
their  case  stated  at  second  hand,  and,  besides  artisans, 
teachers  have  gained  by  having  their  own  representatives  in 
St.  Stephen's.  There  is  to  be  more  of  that  sort  of  thing  in 
the  future,  and  chemists  should  not  be  out  of  it.  But  it 
must  be  clearly  understood  that  in  such  representation  the 
party  politics  of  the  individual  must  be  accepted,  whether 
the  class  is  opposed  or  not,  because  it  is  his  influence  with 
his  party  managers  which  secures  his  candidature  for  a  seat, 
and  the  assistance  of  the  party  in  the  contest.  Before 
another  General  Election  occurs  chemists  may  make  up  their 
minds  as  to  whether  they  are  prepared  to  finance  a  candidate 
under  these  conditions. 

***** 
A  beginning  of  the  representation  of  the  drug-trade  in  the 
new  Parliament  has  been  made  by  the  return  of  Alderman 
Goddard  Clarke  as  member  for  the  Peckham  division  of 
Camberwell.  Mr.  Clarke,  as  a  partner  in  Messrs.  Potter  & 
Clarke,  knows  the  drug-trade  from  Land's  End  to  John 
o'  Groat's,  and  knows  the  needs  of  all  branches  of  the  trade. 
From  a  conversation  we  have  had  with  him  we  know  that  he 
is  sympathetic,  but  his  return  admirably  illustrates  the 
present  position  of  pharmacy  in  Parliamentary  matters. 
Mr.  Clarke  goes  to  St.  Stephen's  without  support  from  the 
official  representatives  of  pharmacy,  and  he  has  made  no 
promise  except  one  to  a  small  deputation  of  chemists  in  his 
constituency;  yet  we  feel  sure  that  if  there  were  some  trade 
organisation  for  knitting  together  chemical  and  drug-trade 
representatives  in  Parliament  for  the  good  of  their  trade 
interests,  Mr.  Clarke  would  be  one  of  the  most  active 
sympathisers.  He  may  be  joined  at  St.  Stephen's  by 
members  whose  names  are  on  the  register  of  chemists  and 
druggists,  and  already  several  chemical-manufacturers  have 
been  returned.  In  these  few  sentences  are  latent  possibili- 
ties which  we  submit  for  present  consideration  and  future 
action. 


Company  Competition. 

Some  in  the  drug-trade  are  of  opinion  that  registered 
chemists  have  nothing  to  fear  from  companies  trading  as 
chemists  and  directed  by  persons  who  are  not  chemists,  the 
reason  alleged  for  this  being  that  none  but  those  actually 
brought  up  in  the  business  can  carry  it  on  with  success.  A 
similar  view  was  expressed  by  Mr.  John  Lorimer  at  the 
recent  meeting  of  Parke's  Drug-stores,  Ltd.,  a  company 
whose  profit  on  trading  is  about  270/.  per  shop.  Another 
metropolitan  company  (Lewis  &  Burrows,  Ltd.)  earns  a  net 
profit  of  100/.  per  shop,  its  paid-up  capital  being  over 


80,000/.,  while  Parkes'  is  60,000/.  We  have  before  us  the 
last  balance-sheets  of  a  third  London  company,  S.  F.  Goss, 
Ltd.,  which  also  form  an  interesting  contribution  to  the 
financial  records  of  company  pharmacy.  This  concern  has  a 
share  capital  of  20,000/.,  of  which  10,500/.  was  subscribed 
in  the  financial  year  which  ended  on  August  1,  1904,  and 
in  the  year  following  525  shares  of  5/.  each  were  issued,  and 
21.  10s.  has  been  paid  on  each,  so  that  the  paid-up  capital 
now  stands  at  11,812/.  lO.s.  The  directors  paid  12^  per  cent, 
on  the  shares  in  1904,  but  only  6  per  cent,  last  year.  In 
the  latter  year  "gross  profit  on  trading"  figured  at 
11.349/.  7s,  6r/.  in  the  profit  and  loss  account,  as  compared 
with  9.496/.  lis.  Id.  in  1904,  but  the  expenses  jumped  up 
from  7,372/.  2s.  2d.  in  1904  to  10,123/.  8.s.  Zd.  in  1905,  this 
being  due  to  the  opening  of  a  third  shop  in  Brompton  Road. 
The  company  has  three  sources  of  profit — (1)  retail  trading, 
(2)  advertising  and  commissions,  and  (3)  rent  and  interest. 
The  first  is  the  item  which  particularly  interests  individual 
retail  chemists,  and  if  we  take  only  the  two  years  mentioned 
we  find  some  surprising  facts.  First  we  give  the  expenses 
of  running  the  business  :

Advertising  

Miscellaneous  expenses

It  should  be  observed  that  seven  months  only  of  the 
Brompton  Road  shop  is  included  in  the  1905  accounts. 
The  commission  business  of  the  company  is  a  growing  one ; 
1,038/.  was  made  from  it  last  year,  as  compared  with  785/. 
in  1904,  and  these  figures  are  not  included  in  gross  profit  on 
trading  already  given.  This  was  11,349/.  in  1905,  and  as 
the  expenses  were  10,423/.,  it  would  appear  that  the  com- 
pany did  fairly  well,  considering  the  Brompton  Road  ven- 
ture, and  the  directors  place  the  net  profit  at  2,600/.  from 
all  sources,  subject  to  a  deduction  of  718/.  for  depreciation 
and  preliminary  expenses,  leaving  1,882/.  net  (of  this  1,374/. 
was  from  other  sources  than  retail  trade).  After  deducting 
6  per  cent,  dividend  from  this,  893/.  remained,  and  was 
added  to  "balance  brought  forward,"  making  4,908/.,  but 
this  sum  and  the  dividend  of  6  per  cent,  on  11,812/.  is 
represented  by  223/.  in  cash  at  bankers— a  sum  insufficient 
to  pay  the  dividend.  Besides  its  earnings,  the  company 
during  the  year  absorbed  5,046/.  of  the  1904  balance  at  the 
bankers  and  1,312/.  of  new  capital,  and  went  2,301/.  further 
into  debt.  There  are,  of  course,  assets  against  this  total 
of  8,410/.  absorbed  in  1905,  and  these  consist  of  an  increase 
of  4,327/.  in  stock,  4,036/.  new  premises,  fixtures,  etc.,  and 
314/.  in  increased  debtors ;  but  looking  at  the  matter  fairly 
and  squarely  the  company  during  the  year  which  ended  on 
August  1,  1905,  found  its  profits  entirely  on  paper,  with 
223/.  in  the  bank  and  4,621/.  in  debt.

Chemist's  Labels  on  Postcards. 

It  would  surprise  the  majority  of  our  readers  if  they 
could  spend  a  few  minutes  every  morning  in  the  offices  of 
wholesale  houses  and  see  how  much  wholesalers  have  to 
pay  the  postman  for  surcharges.  One  of  the  failings  of 
retail  chemists  is  sticking  their  address-labels  on  halfpenny 
postcards,  and  when  these  are  delivered  recipients  have  to 
pay  a  penny  each  for  them.  It  is  contrary  to  the  postal 
regulations  to  affix  such  labels  to  postcards  stamped  with  a 
halfpenny  stamp.  Use  the  indiarubber  stamp  instead,  and 
many  wholesale  houses  will  be  relieved  of  an  irritating- 
trifle  at  the  beginning  of  their  day's  work. 

Books  for  our  Readers. 

In  regard  to  the  prescription-reading  competition  (p.  84), 
some  provincial  correspondents  think  they  have  no  chance 
with  Londoners  in  the  field.  We  now  provide  for  that  by 
offering  three  book-prizes — one  for  town  subscribers  and 
their  employes,  one  for  those  in  the  provinces  (England  and 
Wales)  not  posted  before  5  p.m.  on  Friday,  January  19, 
and  the  third  for  those  in  Ireland  and  Scotland  whose  cards 
bear  the  date  January  20  or  after.  This  will  give  all  a 
chance,  but  it  should  be  noted  that  time  is  only  one  element 
which  the  arbiter  has  to  take  into  account  in  awarding  the 
prize.  Many  participators  neglect  little  points  which  tell 
in  the  award;  e.g.,  the  prescriber  wrote  "  Pulv  Scamm 
Co,"  but  more  than  half  of  the  postcard-writers  wrote 
"  Pulv.  Scammon.  Co."  As  these  exercises  are  to  encourage 
and  reward  exactness,  we  mention  this  point  for  the  common 
good.    We  do  not  ask  for  a  translation. 

German  Chemical-industry. 

The  seventh  report  of  the  Gainsborough  Commission, 
just  issued,  deals  with  the  social  conditions  of  workers 
engaged  in  the  chsmical-industry  in  Germany.  The  Com- 
mission visited,  among  other  places,  extensive  chemical- 
works  at  Leverkusen,  on  the  Rhine,  not  far  from  Cologne. 
The  report  states  that  it  has  been  established  by  reliable 
statistics  that  the  wages  of  the  workpeople  employed  in 
chemical-works  have  increased  within  the  last  ten  years  by 
fully  16  per  cent.  The  average  wages  now  paid  at  Lever- 
kusen works  are  3s.  per  day  for  labourers,  and  from  4s. 
onwards  for  those  with  special  qualifications.  Girls  receive 
9s.  per  week  after  2£  years  and  13s.  after  five  years.  This 
remuneration  does  not  strike  us  as  being  particularly 
princely,  but  we  are  told  further  that  the  apprentices  in  the 
mechanical  department,  of  whom  there  are  twenty-five 
pupils,  receive  a  training  divided  into  three  courses  of  one 
year  each.    They  get  practical  instruction,  and  they  are 


paid  Is.  a  day  at  first,  rising  to  2s.  6<7.  after  six  months. 
The  institutions  created  for  the  benefit  of  the  employes 
include  workmen's  dwellings,  bachelors'  homes,  rewards  for 
the  best-kept  houses,  savings-bank,  stores,  rewards  for  long 
service,  fund  for  the  support  of  workmen  in  the  employ  of 
the  firm,  sick-contributions,  schools  of  various  kinds,  lying- 
in  hospital,  etc.  There  are  about  7,000  hands  employed,  of 
whom  3,600  are  men.  The  hours  are  fifty-four  per  week, 
there  being  no  Saturday  half-holiday.  The  report  goes  on 
to  detail  at  length  the  feeding-arrangements,  the  administra- 
tion of  the  hospital  and  sick  funds,  and  the  system  of  special 
rewards  for  long  service. 

Vital  Statistics  in  Scotland. 

It  is  a  far  cry  from  1903  to  1906  in  this  quick-living  age, 
but  Governmental  work  is  proverbial  in  that  it  needs  much 
leisure  for  its  accomplishment.  Thus  we  are  not  over- 
whelmingly surprised  to  find  the  Registrar-General's  report 
of  births,  deaths,  and  marriages  in  Scotland  for  1903  just 
issued.  It  is  a  blue-book  of  570  pages,  with  sixly-eight 
more  pages  of  "  report  and  appendix  tables,"  and  it  is  linked 
dulness  long  drawn  out.  The  tables  are  so  numerous, 
precise,  and  so  discursive  that  their  perusal  is  a  weariness 
to  the  brain.  From  the  chaos  of  figures  we  have  been  able 
to  snatch  one  or  two  facts  only.  We  gather  that  during 
1903  there  was  registered  the  largest  number  of  births 
(133,525)  that  had  ever  been  registered  in  any  one  year  in 
Scotland;  that  the  marriage-rate  for  the  same  year  was 
7.065  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population,  which  was 
0.009  more  than  the  mean  of  the  rates  of  the  previous 
decade  ;  and  that  the  death-rate  of  the  year  was  the  smallest 
recorded  in  Scotland  up  to  that  time.  It  is  apparent,  there- 
fore, that  vitally  1903  was  a  good  year  for  Scotland,  and  it 
would  be  interesting  to  know  if  the  past  two  years  have 
broken  that  record.  An  analysis  of  the  mortality  returns 
shows  that  4.13  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  was 
due  to  various  violent  causes.  Of  3,114  violent  deaths, 
20  were  homicidal,  274  were  suicidal,  and  2,820  were  acci- 
dental. Of  the  accidental  deaths,  96  were  from  poison, 
28  from  opium  or  its  preparations,  17  from  chloroform, 
8  from  carbolic  acid,  4  each  by  chloral  hydrate, 
ammonia,  2  each  from  phosphorus,  sulphuric  acid, 
and  a  narcotic,  and  one  each  from  oxalic  acid,  salt 
of  sorrel,  nitrate  of  potash,  a  caustic  irritant,  a  cor- 
rosive poison,  aconite,  guelder-rose  berries,  and  the  sting 
of  a  bee.  In  two  cases  the  nature  of  the  poison  was  not 
specified.  Besides  these  there  were  17  fatal  accidents  from 
poisonous  gases — coal-gas,  carbon  monoxide,  carbonic  di- 
oxide, furnace-gases,  and  fumes  from  a  refuse-heap.  Poison- 
ing was  resorted  to  by  22  out  of  274  suicides.  Of  these  7  took 
laudanum  or  opium  in  some  form,  3  carbolic  acid,  2  phos- 
phorus, 2  potassium  cyanide,  and  1  each  arsenic,  ammonia, 
coal-gas,  hydrocyanic  acid,  hydrochloric  acid,  salt  of  sorrel, 
insect-powder,  and  a  narcotic. 


Laboratory  is  easier  to  say,  and  prevents  a  possible  con- 
fusion with  "lavatory,"  says  the  "British  Medical 
Journal."

Dear  Sir, — I  have  received  some  test  questions  from  the 
Drug  Companies'  Association  signed  by  their  Chairman, 
Mr.  Jesse  Boot,  asking  me  to  oppose  the  Pharmacy  Bill, 
about  to  bo  brought  in  by  the  chemists  of  this  country. 
I,  however,  consider  that  the  safety  of  the_  public  is  best 
secured  through  individual  responsibility  in  the  sale  of 
poisons,  and  that  a  chemist  possessing  his  own  business  is 
more  calculated  to  discriminate  in  the  sale  of  poisons.  For 
these  reasons  I  should  support,  and  not  oppose,  the  Phar- 
macy Bill.  Yours  faithfully.

Mr.  Bertram  Straus,  formerly  a  partner  in  the  firm  of 
Hale  &  Sons,  drug-brokers,  Fenchurch  Avenue,  E.C.,  has 
been  successful  in  Mile  End. 

Sir  Gilbert  Parker,  who  under  Mr.  Feaver  Clarke's  able 
tuition  has  a  fine  grasp  of  pharmaceutical  aims  and  aspira- 
tions, has  been  returned  for  Gravesend. 

The  Hon.  A.  G.  H.  Gibbs,  of  Antony  Gibbs  &  Son,  one 
of  the  firms  constituting  the  Chilian  Iodine  Syndicate,  has 
been  returned  for  London  City.  The  hon.  member  was  one 
of  the  blockers  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 

Sir  William  J.  Collins,  the  well-known  oculist,  who  has 
been  a  member  of  the  London  County  Council  for  some 
years,  has  been  elected  to  represent  West  St.  Pancras, 
defeating  the  sitting  member  by  nearly  700  votes. 

Mr.  Batty  Langley,  who  is  a  shareholder  in  Boots,  Ltd., 
and  a  blocker  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  has  been  returned  for 
the  Attercliffe  Division  of  Sheffield.  This  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  a  correspondence  went  on  in  the  Sheffield  papers 
exposing  Mr.  Langley 's  hostility  to  chemists. 

Mr.  J.  F.  Remnant,  "the  member  for  Bloomsbury,"  has 
been  re-elected  for  Holborn.  He  has  expressed  himself  as 
favourable  to  further  pharmaceutical  legislation,  and  has 
been  dined  on  several  occasions  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  He  is  a  Conservative,  and  was  opposed  by  Dr. 
Stephen  Miall,  who  originally  intended  to  devote  himself 
to  a  scientific  career  and  took  his  B.Sc.  degree,  but  eventually 
became  a  solicitor. 

Mr.  A.  II.  Crosfield  has  captured 
Liberalism.  He  tried  in  1900, 
but  was  defeated  by  a  majority 
of  over  1,000  votes.  The  fight  this 
time  was  three-cornered,  for  there 
were  a  Conservative  and  a  Labour  re- 
presentative in  the  field  as  well.  Mr. 
Crosfield  is  managing  director  of 
Joseph  Crosfield  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  soap- 
manufacturers,  and  of  Erasmic,  Ltd., 
of  Warrington,  Liverpool,  and  Lon- 
don. When  only  twenty-three  years 
of  age  he  was  appointed  Hon.  Sec- 
retary of  the  Northern  and  Midland 
Counties  Soap  Association,  a  posi- 
tion he  still  holds.

Mond  has  had  a  university 
training,  and  was  called  to 
the  Bar,  being  for  some 
time  a  member  of  the 
Chester  and  North  Wales 
circuit  before  entering  the 
Northwich  business.  He 
makes  a  point  of  the  fact 
that  the  company  with 
which  he  is  associated  were 
the  pioneers  of  the  eight- 
hours-a-day  movement. 
Mr.  Mond  was  successful  by  the  narrow  majority  of  forty- 
seven. 

Unsuccessful. 
Mr.  Alfred  Bird  has  been  unsuccessful  in  the  contest  at 
Wednesbury. 

Mr.  James  Reid,  one  of  the  backers  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill, 
has  been  defeated  at  Greenock. 

Mr.  Ernest  Gray,  who  was  a  supporter  of  the  Pharmacy 
Bill,  has  been  defeated  in  West  Ham  by  a  thumping 
majority.  Mr.  Will  Thorne,  the  successful  Labour  member, 
will  doubtless  follow  in  Mr.  Gray's  pharmaceutical  footsteps. 

The  Hon.  Aihvyn  Fellowes,  who  was  President  of  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  in  the  last  Conservative  Government, 
and  who  favoured  the  views  of  Messrs.  Cross,  Dobbs,  and 
others  regarding  the  sale  of  agricultural  poisons,  has  been 
rejected  by  the  Ramsey  Division  of  Hunts. 

Sir  Samuel  A.  Sadler,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee which  inquired  into  the  question  of  duty-free  alcohol, 
has  been  defeated  at  Middlesborough.  He  is  a  Fellow  of 
the  Chemical  Society  and  is  proprietor  of  the  Cleveland 


Mr.  Mond. 


Chemical-works,  Middlesborough.  Mr.  J.  H.  Wilson, 
whom  Sir  Samuel  defeated  at  the  election  of  1900,  has  been 
returned  with  a  majority  of  2,407. 

Mr.  A.  H.  E.  Allhusen  was  rejected  by  Central  Hackney. 
He  was  opposed  by  Mr.  Albert  Spicer,  head  of  the  well- 
known  London  paper-firm.  Mr.  Allhusen  is  a  chemical- 
manufacturer  at  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  his  business  being  cue 
of  the  group  absorbed  by  the  United  Alkali  Co.,  Ltd.,  of 
Liverpool.    Mr.  Allhusen  was  elected  in  1900. 

The  Conservative  candidate  for  Poplar  was  Mr.  George 
Oldroyd  Borwick,  a  director  of  Borwick  &  Sons,  Ltd., 
baking-powder  manufacturers,  24  Chiswell  Street,  E.C. 
Borwick's  baking-powder  is  known  in  pharmacy.  This  scion- 
of  the  house  of  Borwick  is  only  twenty-eight  years  of  age 
and  one  of  the  youngest  of  Parliamentary  candidates.  He 
was  unsuccessful. 

Sir  E.  A.  Cornwall,  Chairman  of  the  London  County 
Council,  has  replaced  Sir  M.  M.  Bhownaggree  for  Bethnal 
Green  (N.E.).  Sir  M.  M.  Bhownaggree  was  a  backer  of 
the  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  attended  several  pharmacy  dinners. 
Doubtless  Sir  Edwin's  pharmaceutical  colleagues  on  the 
London  County  Council  will  keep  him  in  the  strait  path 
pharmaceutically. 

One  of  the  earliest  election  results  on  which  pharmacists 
generally  will  congratulate  themselves  is  the  defeat  of  Sir 
James  Bailey  in  Walworth.  Sir  James,  it  will  be  recalled, 
told  a  deputation  of  South  London  chemists  who  waited 
upon  him  with  reference  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  that,  in 
effect,  he  had  too  much  money  in  Harrod's  Stores  to  vote 
for  a  qualified  directorate.  The  antagonism  of  the  chemists 
of  his  constituency,  some  of  whom  were  formerly  his  strong 
supporters,  may  have  had  something  to  do  with  his  defeat. 

Other  Candidates. 
Mr.  Harold  John  Tennant,  who  has  represented  Berwick- 
shire in  the  Liberal  interest  since  1894,  is  the  younger  son 
of  Sir  Charles  Tennant,  head  of  the 
firm  of  Charles  Tennant,  Sons  &  Co., 
chemical-manufacturers,  and  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  Alkali  Co.,  Ltd. 
Mr.  H.  J.  Tennant  was  educated  at 
Eton,  and  is  a  B.A.  of  Trinity  College, 
Cambridge.  He  was  private  secretary 
to  his  brother-in-law,  the  Right  Hon. 
H.  H.  Asquith,  from  1892  to  1895. 
He  was  also  secretary  to  the  Depart- 
mental Committee  of  the  Home  Office 
concerning  various  Lead  Industries  in 
1893,  and  Chairman  of  the  Depart- 
mental Committee  on  Miscellaneous 
Dangerous  Trades  1895  99.  Mr.  Ten- 
nant is  therefore  an  experienced  Par- 
liamentary hand,  and  his  seat  is  said 
to  be  quite  safe.  His  Conservative 
opponent  is  Mr.  Fitzroy  Bell. 

Mr.  John  Fowler  Leece  Brunner.  who  contests  the  Leigh 
division  of  Lancashire  in  the  Liberal  interest,  had  soms 
experience  of  electioneering 
in  1900,  when  he  unsuccess- 
fully contested  the  Hyde 
division  of  Cheshire.  Mr. 

Brunner  is  the  eldest  son  of 

Sir  John  T.  Brunner,  Bart., 

and  his  wife  is  the  only 

daughter  of  the  late  Mr.  O. 

Vaughan  Morgan.    He  was 

educated    at  Cheltenham 

College  and  at  Cambridge 

University  (Trinity).  He 

has  been  a  member  of  the 

Society  of  Chemical  In- 
dustry since  1887,  and  takes 

an  active  interest  in  the 

affairs  of  Brunner,  Mond  & 

Co.,  Ltd.,  chiefly  on  the  ad- 
ministrative and  commer- 
cial side.   Mr.  Brunner  is  a 

good  speaker,  direct  in  his 

diction,  rather  Radical,  and 

not  afraid  of  saying  what  he  thinks. 
Among  the  nominations  for  the  electoral  contest  in  the 

Hallamshire  Division  on  the  one  side  is  one  by  Mr.  T.  C.

Xeoal  IRcports. 

High  Court  Cases. 

Plasmon  and  Plasmonade. 
The  action  International  Plasmon,  Ltd..  v.  Plasmonade, 
Ltd. .  came  before  Mr.  Justice  Warrington,  in  the  Chancery 
Division,  on  Saturday,  January  13,  by  way  of  motion  for 
judgment  in  default  of  defence.— Mr.  Sebastian,  for  the 
plaintiffs,  said  this  was  the  case  in  which  his  Lordship  had 
granted  an  interim  injunction  remarking  that  it  was  "a 
deliberate  attempt  to  steal  a  well-known  name  and  get  the 
benefit  of  the  reputation  acquired  by  that  name." — Judg- 
ment was  entered  for  the  plaintiffs  for  a  perpetual  injunc- 
tion, with  costs. 

Clarke's  Ammonia. 
Before  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  and  Lords  Justices  Romer 
and  Cozens-Hardy,  in  the  Appeal  Court,  on  Wednesday, 
January  17,  Mr.  Daniel  Clarke  again  applied  in  person  in 
support  of  his  application  for  leave  to  appeal  against  an 
order  of  Mr.  Justice  Joyce  committing  him  to  prison  for 
alleged  breach  of  an  order  restraining  him  from  describing 
his  goods  as  "  Clarke's  ammonia,"  he  having  sold  his 
business  to  the  plaintiffs,  the  Sunbeam  Bleach  Co.  Mr. 
Tyrrell  appeared  for  plaintiffs,  and,  after  hearing  both, 
the  Master  of  the  Rolls  said  the  Court  could  not  act  except 
upon  evidence  on  oath,  and  told  Mr.  Clarke  that  without 
such  evidence  he  was  not  in  a  position  to  make  such  a 
demand.    The  application  accordingly  failed. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Arsenical  Weed-killer. 
At  the  Chertsey  County  Court  on  January  11,  before  Judge 
Russell,  Messrs.  Jarvis  &  Mackie,  seedsmen,  Weybridge, 
were  sued  for  a  penalty  of  5/.,  at  the  instance  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  for  selling  arsenic  as  one  of  the  in- 
gredients of  Bentley's  weed-killer.  Mr.  Harry  Moon, 
assistant  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
described  the  compound  as  a  most  deadly  poison,  which 
should  be  sold  only  by  a  registered  chemist  after  obtaining 
the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser.  The  weed-killer 
in  question  contained  2  lb.  of  arsenic,  equalling  14,000  grains, 
and  as  2  grains  is  a  fatal  dose,  the  deadly  character  of  the 
mixture  would  be  readily  appreciated.  Judgment  was 
given  for  the  prosecution  for  the  penalty  asked  for,  and 
costs. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Camphorated  Oil. 

At  Southend  Police  Court  on  Tuesday,  January  16  (Alder- 
man J.  Francis  presiding),  John  Henry  Heywood,  pharma- 
ceutical chemist,  trading  as  Bell  &  Co.,  73  High  Street, 
Southend,  was  summoned  for  selling  camphorated  oil 
deficient  of  camphor  at  Southend  on  November  27.  Mr. 
C.  H.  Kirby  (Messrs.  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby,  solicitors  to  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association)  appeared  for  the  defendant, 
who  pleaded  not  guilty. 

Inspector  H.  C.  Card  proved  the  purchase  of  the  oil  and 
receiving  the  Public  Analyst's  report  of  the  analysis,  certi- 
fying that  the  oil  was  deficient  in  camphor  by  33  per  cent. 

Defendant  said  that  at  the  time  he  felt  sure  the  cam- 
phorated oil  was  all  right,  because  it  was  made  on  the  pre- 
mises. This  was  the  first  case  of  the  kind  during  his 
residence  of  two  years  in  the  district. 

Mr.  Kirby  said  he  intended  to  show  that  no  offence  had 
been  committed.  Defendant  had  been  in  business  in  Lan- 
cashire and  Southend  for  seventeen  years,  and  held  the 
Major  certificate  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  His  son, 
daughter,  and  assistant  were  all  qualified,  but  apparently 
the  person  to  blame  was  the  assistant,  for  as  far  as  could 
be  traced  the  camphorated  oil,  part  of  which  was  sold  to 
the  inspector,  was  made  by  the  assistant.  The  proper 
quantity  of  camphor  appeared  to  have  been  put  into  the 
bottle  or  jar  with  the  necessary  oil,  and  some  time  after  the 
inspector's  visit,  and  after  it  had  been  bottled  off,  it  was 
found  that  the  camphor  in  the  jar  had  not  properly  dis- 
solved.   As  evidence  of  the  bona  fides  in  the  case  it  was 
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then  found  that  the  camphor  when  tested  was  in  even  greater 
proportion  than  usual.  He  further  contended  that  no  stan- 
dard for  the  quantity  of  camphor  which  ought  to  be  present 
is  provided  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

Mr.  Heywood  gave  evidence  bearing  out  Mr.  Kirby's 
statement,  and  in  the  course  of  this  remarked  that  there  was 
no  medicinal  value  in  camphor  in  oil.  It  was  of  practically 
no  good  at  all. 

The  Chairman  said  the  Bench  were  satisfied  that  the 
defendant's  representation  was  such  that  the  question  of 
fraud  could  not  possibly  enter  into  the  case,  and  they  were 
also  satisfied  that  his  reputation  would  not  suffer.  It  was 
quite  clear,  however,  that  this  particular  offence  had  been 
committed,  and  it  was  one'  of  those  risks  that  all  men 
engaged  in  commercial  life  had  to  run.  But  they  thought 
the  justice  of  the  particular  case  would  be  met  by  an  inclu- 
sive fine  of  10$. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Machinerv  and  Pills. 

At  the  Halifax  County  Court  on  January  16,  before  Judge 
Cadman,  R.  H.  Ashworth  &  ^o.,  Ltd.,  Brighouse,  adver- 
tising-contractors, sued  Albert  Priestley,  of  Sunbridge 
Road,  Bradford,  for  20/.  8s.,  alleged  to  be  due  for  adver- 
tising defendant's  "  ansmia  pills."  The  sole  point  in 
dispute  was  as  to  whether  the  defendant  cancelled  the 
advertisement  one  month  prior  to  the  date  alleged  by 
plaintiffs.  Defendant  said  he  had  for  some  time  carried 
on  business  in  Bradford  as  the  "  Anaemia  Pill  Co.,"  and 
had  advertised  pretty  extensively  with  the  plaintiffs.  His 
business  was  that  of  a  machine-broker.  He  had  been  in 
the  pill-business  about  four  years,  but  he  had  lost  money 
by  it.  Eventually  the  Judge  decided  in  favour  of  plain- 
tiffs' claim,  with  costs. 

A  Rat-killer  Company. 
The  hearing  of  the  action  Cassells  v.  Fauvel  (see  G.  db  D., 
December  16,  1905,  p.  951)  was  concluded  by  Judge  Addison, 
K.C.,  at  the  Southwark  County  Court  on  January  16.  The 
action  was  brought  to  recover  100/.,  money  paid  for  shares 
in  Rat  and  Vermin  Extermination,  Ltd.,  and  for  rescis- 
sion of  a  contract  to  purchase  the  shares.  The  circum- 
stances of  the  case  were  given  in  our  previous  report.  After 
a  hearing  which  lasted  the  whole  of  Tuesday,  his  Honour 
held  that  the  action  was  practically  undefended,  and  gave 
judgment  for  the  plaintiff  for  100/.  and  costs.  At  the 
request  of  Mr.  Quicke  (for  the  defendant)  he  added  that 
he  did  not  find  that  there  had  been  wilful  misrepresenta- 
tion ;  the  misrepresentation  was  quite  innocent. 

Another  action  which  depended  upon  this  was  that  of 
Philip  Page,  a  stores  superintendent,  and  for  him  judg- 
ment was  entered  for  28/.  25.  6d.  and  costs  against  the 
defendant. 


Bankruptcies  anfc  failures. 

Re  Robert  Townshend,  28  Old  Market  Street,  Bristol, 
Chemist  and  Dentist,— This  debtor  was  again  examined  at 
Bristol  Bankruptcy  Court  on  January  12,  when  he  stated  that 
certain  moneys  he  had  received  since  the  making  of  the 
receiving  order  were  quite  distinct  from  the  estate.  The 
examination  was  again  adjourned. 

Be  W.  E.  Heys,  F.  A.  Heys  and  Harold  Pilling  Nuttall 
(trading  as  Berkeley  &  Pilling),  Wealdstone  and  London, 
Manufacturers  of  Toilet  Requisites. — The  public  examination 
took  place  at  St.  Albans  on  January  9.  The  business  was 
started  in  1904  for  the  preparation  of  emollients  for  toilet  use 
and  for  the  skin  generally  by  secret  processes.  Mr.  W.  E. 
Heys  stated  in  examination  that  the  secret  process  was  "a 
mere  bagatelle."  In  making  experiments  there  was  a  very 
serious  outlay,  and  money  was  spent  for  nine  months  before 
they  commenced  any  sales.  The  loss  upon  trading  for  the 
first  year  was  estimated  by  the  accountant  who  had  gone 
through  the  books  at  3,000?.   The  examination  was  adjourned.

He 
came  to  London  about  the  year  1868, 
and  after  occupying  several  posts  as 
assistant  went  in  a  very  subordinate 
position  to  Wright's,  of  Southwark 
Street,  where  he  made  good  progress. 
He  left  there  to  enter  the  laboratory  of 


Dr.  Paul,  where  he  stayed  some  time. 
In  1875  he  sailed  for  Arequipa,  in  Peru,  where  he  was  in 
business  as  a  chemist  and  analyst.  He  passed  the  Peruvian 
examination,  which  was  entirely  in  Spanish,  within  a  year 
of  his  arrival  in  the  country.  Ruination  of  trade  resulting 
from  the  Chilian  war  caused  him  to  leave  Peru,  which 
country  is  still  indebted  to  him  for  commandeered  drugs, 
surgical  dressings,  etc. ;  also  for  tuition  in  manufacturing 
nitroglycerin  to  blow  up  bridges  in  front  of  the  advancing 
Chilian  army,  potassium  nitrate  for  gunpowder  frorn  the 
sodium  salt  and  the  ashes  of  certain  plants  he  investigated, 
and  as  time  spent  as  chemist  and  mineralogist  to  an  expedi- 
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tion  into  the  interior  to  look  for  silver  and  gold  when  the 
treasury  became  depleted.  The  town  of  his  adoption  was 
indebted  to  him  for  a  supply  of  gas  and  soap  when  outside 
supplies  of  coal,  etc.,  were  prevented  from  entering  the 
country  by  the  blockading  Chilian  squadron.  In  the  year 
1882  he  sailed  for  the  Isthmus  of  Panama,  where  he  stayed 
until  1886.  In  this  deadly  climate,  strange  to  say,  he 
enjoyed  perfect  health,  though  his  friends  were  constantly 
being  replaced  through  disease  and  death.  After  returning 
to  England  he  did  not  seem  to  find  his  true  position  until 
he  became  assistant  chemist  to  Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley  in  the 
School  of  Pharmacy,  Liverpool,  in  1897.  Since  that  time 
the  results  of  his  co-operation  with  Mr.  Cowley  in  chemical 
and  pharmaceutical  work  are  well  known  to  British  pharma- 
cists. He  was  of  a  very  retiring  disposition,  and  one  of  the 
most  unassuming  of  men.  He  liked  the  company  of  young 
men,  and  was  loved  and  respected  by  them  in  return.  The 
funeral  took  place  at  Garston  Churchyard  on  Wednesday.

William  Crookes's  work  the  discovery  of  radiography 
resulted.  Dr.  Sprengel  also  did  special  work  on  explosives, 
and  was  the  first  to  call  attention  to  the  possibilities  of 
picric  acid  when  fired  by  a  detonator.  The  death  occurred 
so  suddenly  that  an  inquest  was  held,  at  which  a  verdict 
of  death  from  natural  causes  was  returned.  The  evidence 
showed  that  Dr.  Sprengel  suffered  from  chronic  heart 
disease.

Mr.  Boot  Explains. 

Sir, — In  your  leading  article  of  January  13,  p.  52,  you 
remark  :  "Mr.  Boot  says  companies  are  compelled  by  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  to  employ  a  qualified  chemist  in  each  branch. 
.-.  .  The  Acts  provide  no  remedy  against  companies,  etc." 

You  do  not  quote  the  whole  of  what  Mr.  Boot  said.  The 
full  sentence  is:  "Every  company  doing  business  as 
•chemists  and  druggists  is  compelled  by  the  provisions  of  the 
•existing  Pharmacy  Acts  to  employ  a  qualified  chemist  to 
manage  each  shop  or  cease  to  do  such  a  business." 

This  is  quite  so. 

No  company  could  carry  on  the  business  of  a  chemist  if 
the  assistant  himself,  or  if  the  company  for  him,  was  com- 
pelled to  pay  a  fine  of  5/.  and  liable  to  be  fined  that  amount 
for  every  offence,  which  in  a  chemist's  business  must  be 
•committed  many  tunes  daily.

["  Quite  so  "  ;  but  here  is  a  list  of  offences  under  the  Phar- 
macy Act  (when  committed  by  an  unqualified  individual)  for 
which  companies  cannot  be  sued  under  the  Act,  viz.  : 

1.  Keeping  open  shop  for  the  retailing,  dispensing,  and 
compounding  of  poisons. 

2.  Taking,  using,  or  exhibiting  the  name  or  title  of 
chemist  and  druggist,  or  chemist  or  druggist. 

3.  Taking,  using,  or  exhibiting  the  name  of  pharmaceu- 
tical chemist,  pharmaceutist,  or  pharmacist. 

4.  Failing  to  conform  with  any  regulation  as  to  the  keep- 
ing or  selling  of  poisons. 

5.  Compounding  any  medicine  of  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia except  according  to  the  formularies  of  the  said 
Pharmacopoeia. 

There  is  absolutely  no  provision  in  the  law  compelling  com- 
panies doing  these  things  (a)  to  be  qualified  or  (&)  to  employ 
a  qualified  chemist,  and  companies  may  do,  and  as  a  fact  do, 
these  things  without  a  qualified  chemist  to  manage  each  shop. 
Even  selling  poison  is  not  an  offence  on  the  part  of  a  company, 
but  it  is  physically  impossible  for  it  ("tens  of  thousands  of 
shareholders  "  in  Mr  Boot's  case)  to  perform  the  Act  of  sale; 
it  employs  persons  for  this  purpose,  and  it  is  these  persons  (if 
unqualified)  who  are  got  at,  riot  their  employers— the  com- 
pany. The  last  paragraph  of  Mr.  Boot's  letter  should  be  read 
with  our  report  of  the  case  in  the  Blackburn  County  Court  last 
week. — Editor.] 

The  Poison  Schedule. 
Sir, — Possibly  my  letter  was  not  very  clearly  expressed, 
yet  I  cannot  help  thinking  that  there  is  a  little  perversity, 
and  perhaps  asperity,  in  the  remarks  of  "Ph.  C."     He  is 


evidently  one  of  those  who  expected  a  different  decision 
and  feel  annoyed  at  the  result.  I  did  not  presume  to  say 
what  the  law  on  any  point  not  finally  decided  is,  but  merely 
suggested  what  it  ought  to  be.  I  have  considerable 
sympathy  with  judges  in  their  difficulties,  because  (as  the 
"  Mikado  "  says)  of  "  the  slovenly  way  those  Acts  of  Parlia- 
ment are  drawn  up,"  and  their  schedules  likewise.  A  solu- 
tion or  preparation  of  a  salt  is  quite  certainly  not  the  same 
thing  as  the  salt,  and  while  for  poison  regulations  it  may  be 
reasonable  to  classify  a  strong  solution  with  the  salt  itself, 
it  is  ridiculous  to  put  a  highly  dilute  and  purely  tonic  pre- 
paration in  the  same  class.  It  would  be  scarcely  practicable 
to  go  over  the  whole  list  of  known  alkaloids  and  state  which 
strength  of  preparation  should  go  into  Part  I.  and  which 
into  Part  II.,  but  it  would  be  easy  to  do  so  with  the  alkaloids 
chielly  in  use.  It  is  absurd  to  say  that  a  strychnine  prepara- 
tion containing  a  fraction  of  1  per  cent,  should  go  into  the 
more  serious  compartment,  while  a  1.5-per-cent.  preparation 
called  "liquid  extract"  goes  into  the  less  serious  division. 
It  might  be  reasonable  to  have  Easton's  syrup  in  Part  II. ; 
syr.  hypophos.  comp.  should  not  be  in  either  section. 
"  Ph.  C."  possibly  does  not  attach  the  same  meaning  to  the 
word  "transfer"  as  I  do.  Morphia  hydrochloride  is  in 
Part  I.  ;  when  made  into  a  preparation  it  is  transferred  to 
Part  II.  Arsenic  is  in  Part  I.  ;  when  mixed  with  fat  and 
labelled  "Vermin-killer"  it  is  transferred  to  Part  II.  It 
only  requires  an  extension  and  detailed  definition  of  that 
process  to  make  the  Schedule  much  more  satisfactory  than 
it  is.  There  are  doubts  as  to  the  existence  of  legal  powers 
completely  to  recast  and  reconstruct  the  Schedule,  but  it  is 
not  necessary  to  do  so.  Everything  essential  could  be  done 
by  additional  words.  Yours,  etc.,

The  Apothecaries'  Assistant,  etc. 
Sir, — The  recent  action  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
has  been  the  means  of  forming  another  association  which 
will  be  a  fresh  thorn  in  the  side  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  if 
ever  the  Society  musters  up  courage  to  re-introduce  it. 
Even  among  its  own  members  the  Bill  is  not  over  popular. 
Moreover,  in  spite  of  Mr.  Robinson's  gallant  efforts,  by 
stumping  the  country,  to  induce  chemists  to  join  the  Society, 
the  introducer  of  the  Bill  will  be  forcibly  reminded  that  the 
Society  neither  represents  its  own  members  nor  its  licensees. 
Its  chances  of  passing  become  more  remote  as  time  goes  on. 
It  is  no  easy  matter  to  get  a  private  trade  Bill  passed  when 
the  opposition  is  even  weak  and  proceeds  from  a  single 
source.  But  when  the  opponents  are  more  numerous  and 
more  powerful  it  then  becomes  a  suicidal  policy  to  attempt 
to  get  a  Bill  passed.  The  promoters,  however,  are  so 
imbued  with  a  sense  of  their  importance  that  nothing  will 
prevent  them  from  wasting  time  and  money  in  attempting 
the  impossible.  I  have  received  reliable  information  to  the 
effect  that  a  member  of  the  new  Cabinet  who  had  pre- 
viously promised  his  support  (before  hearing  the  views_  of 
others)  v/ill  move  an  amendment  dealing  with  the  question 
of  packed  proprietaries.  The  recent  death  of  a  Harrogate 
lady  from  poisoning  also  recalls  the  fact  that,  although  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  acquired  some  time  ago  powers  to 
compel  registered  chemists  to  carry  out  certain  regulations 
as  to  poison-bottles,  labelling,  and  storage,  up  to  the  present 
the  Society  have  not  deemed  it  either  advisable  or  necessary 
to  employ  an  itinerant  inspector  to  see  that  the  most  recently 
acquired  powers  and  regulations  are  carried  out ;  and  yet  in 
spite  of  this  they  style  themselves  public  protectors,  and 
have  the  audacity  to  ask  Parliament  to  give  them  still 
greater  powers.  Every  week  a  number  of  deaths  occur 
from  some  of  the  most  virulent  first  schedule  poisons,  and 
yet  the  Society  never  think  it  necessary  to  inquire  into  the 
manner  in  which  the  sales  were  made  unless  the  facts  are 
brought  to  their  notice  by  some  jealous  rival  or  wide-awake 
coroner.  Yours  truly,

"Minor  Indicators." 

Sir,— In  reply  to  the  student's  letter  (92/35)  of  last  week, 
I  wish  to  state  that  I  fail  to  see  how  the  man  who  used  a 
wrong  indicator  for  the  titration  of  oxalic  acid  was  allowed 
to  pass  the  Minor.  As  a  rule  the  examiners  are  very  faddy 
over  the  use  of  indicators,  and,  as  a  student  of  long  standing 
I  can  safely  say  that  it  is  one  of  those  Minor  mysteries 
which  puzzle  masters  as  well  as  students.  At  every  Minor 
examination  certain  students  are  allowed  to  slip  through 
who  really  do  not  deserve  success.  They  are  simply  pushed 
through  to  make  up  the  usual  third  pass-list.  Such  a  state  of 
affairs  ought  not  to  exist.  The  sooner  the  examination  is 
under  Government  control  the  better.  I  frequently  notice 
that  those  who  are  really  earnest  workers,  and  the  pick  of 
the  pharmacy  school  classes,  are  the  very  first  to  fail— in  the 
Edinburgh  Minor  especially.  I  write  this  for  the  benefit 
of  my  fellow-students,  and  hope  that  justice  will  follow.

Fairplay  (190/69)  writes  :  "Duke  Lane!  How  many 
students  have  stood  outside  the  examination-hall,  half 
starved,  waiting  for  the  doors  to  open  !  Why  not  have  them 
opened,  say,  at  the  least  half  an  hour  before  the  time  for 
examination,  so  that  students  may  warm  themselves  indoors 
before  commencing  work?  I  frequently  hear  complaints, 
and  especially  at  this  time  of  the  year.  It  is  also  rough  on 
candidates  who  have  to  work  with  reagents — viz.,  indicators, 
such  as  chromate  cf  potash,  for  volumetric  analysis,  which 
are  difficult  to  detect  in  daylight,  let  alone  artificial  light, 
on  a  dark  day.  Those  students  who  have  to  perform  such 
operations  on  a  fine  day  have  a  far  better  chance  of  passing 
than  those  who  have  to  work  on  dull  examination-davs.  Is- 
a  grand  preliminary  training  required  for  this  work.-  under 
difficult  surroundings?  I  fear  that  the  examiners  lay  too 
much  stress  on  a  student's  preliminary  training  to  defend 
themselves.  I  notice  that  only  twenty-four  candidates  out 
of  eighty-five  passed  the  last  examination  in  Edinburgh.  Is 
the  public  made  to  believe  that  those  who  have  failed  are 
duffers  requiring  a  good  preliminary  training  ?  No  ;  they 
are  beginnings  see  through  the  state  of  affairs,  judging  by 
the  few  candidates  who  presented  themselves  this  time  as 
compared  with  the  previous  January  examinations.  The 
examiners  are  inclined  to  be  too  faddy  and  expect  too  much 
from  a  student  in  a  short  space  of  time  in  the  practical 


portion  of  the  examination.  It  would  be  a  wise  plan  for 
the  masters  of  pharmacy  schools  to  find  out  the  latest  ideas 
for  making  of  bricks,  tiles,  china,  and  such-like  a  few  weeks 
before  the  examination,  so  as  to  have  students  well  coached 
up  in  such  matters,  and  also  to  increase  the  pass-list  in  tho 
future." 

Chartered  Chemists. 
Sir, — Having  regard  to  the  hackneyed  expression 
"qualified  chemist,"  which  really  conveys  little  to  the 
public  mind,  seeing  that  chemists  in  all  works,  mills,  and 
shops  are  qualified  for  the  work  they  undertake,  I  would 
respectfully  suggest  to  the  trade  that  all  persons  holding  the 
certificate  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  stylo- 
themselves  "  chartered  chemists,"  which  they  have  a  perfect 
right  to  do,  and  which  title  I  think  would  definitely  dif- 
ferentiate our  business  from  that  of  analysts  pure  and 
simple,  and  from  public  companies,  who  would  be  unlikely 
to  take  the  title,  or  rather  could  not,  except  in  the  names- 
of  their  servants.

In  any  circumstance  not  covered  by  the- 
articles  therein,  state  the  case  explicitly  with  all  particulars 
and  submit  to  the  Editor. 


A.  H.  IF.  N.  (181/56). — It  is  difficult  for  us  to  realise  thai) 
you  do  not  know  a  limited  company  is  outside  Sections  1  and  15- 
of  tho  Pharmacy  Act,  therefore  can  call  itself  chemist  and 
druggist,  and  sell  or  keep  open  shop  for  selling,  dispensing, 
and  compounding  poisons.  A  "  one-man  company "  in 
common  parlance  is  a  limited  company  in  which  ono  individual 
is  the  chief  shareholder,  and  gives  six  other  individuals  each  & 
share  so  as  to  secure  tho  seven  persons  necessary  to  constitute 
a  limited  company.  Such  a  company  is  in  law  as  much  a 
company  as,  say,  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores,  Ltd.  In  the  case- 
to  which  you  refer  the  defendant  company  was  one  of  that 
kind,  and  proceedings  were  taken  under  Section  15  against 
the  company.  There  had  been  neglect  of  certain  provisions 
of  the  section,  but  it  was  held  by  the  Court  that  companies  aro 
not  amenable.  Nor  was  the  "  one  man  "  as  he  was  not  legally 
the  company.  If  it  had  been  a  salo  of  poison  by  the  ono  man, 
he  would,  being  unqualified,  have  been  responsible  for  the 
sale,  but  not  for  keeping  open  shop,  as  the  latter  act  was  by 
the  company.  You  should  read  tho  Pharmacy  Law  article  in 
our  Diary. 

W.  K.  (178/24).— Your  label  is  made  liable  by  the  words 
"  agreeable  cough-mixture  "  and  "  when  the  cough  is  trouble- 
some." "Nerve-tonic"  is  a  liable  title.  See  C.  «£■  D.  Diary, 
p.  288,  for  a  list  of  dutiable  titles. 

West  Hartlepool  (181 /38).— Income-tax  Assessment.— You 
have  no  option  in  the  income-tax  matter  unless  to  pay.  When 
you  receive  tho  receipt  submit  a  full  statement  of  the  matter, 
along  with  the  receipt,  to  the  Commissioners  of  Inland 
Revenue,  Somerset  House,  London,  W.C.,  who  may  refund  tho 
payment. 

Nos.  1  and  2  (83/29).— (1)  The  title  of  your  powders  is  de- 
scriptive, as  it  refers  to  one  of  the  'characteristics  of  the 
powders.  Accordingly  the  title  would  not  be  registrable  as  a 
trade-mark.  (2)  An  entire  drug  recommended  for  ailments  is 
not  subject  to  medicine  stamp-duty,  but  only  chemists  (or 
others  within  the  meaning  of  tho  Act)  and  licensed  vendors- 
may  sell  it. 

Dental  (177/34).— The  Medical  Acts  Amendment  Bill  to 
which  you  refer  is,  wo  presume,  the  one  promoted  bv  the 
General  Medical  Council  and  introduced  by  Sir  John  Batty 
Tuke.  It  will  probably  be  reintroduced  in  the  new  Parlia- 
ment. There  is  no  organised  opposition  to  it.  The  British 
Medical  Association  has  also  prepared  a  Bill  dealing  generally 
with  the  amendment  of  the  Medical  Acts.  This  has  not  yet 
been  laid  before  Parliament,  and  thero  has  been  opposition 
to  it.

—Etching-ink  is  the  technical  term  for  the 
Ink  used  for  protecting  the  tops  of  the  lines  from  the  action  of 
the  acid-bath.    The  following  are  two  standard  formulae  : 
Soft  "Etching-ink. 

Russian  tallow    6  oz. 

Beeswax   5  oz. 

Asphaltum      ...    ...    2  oz. 

Lithographic  printing-ink         ...    1  lb. 
Mix  and  add — 

"  Litho "  varnish    ...    1  lb. 

Tho  last  ingredient  is  not  a  varnish  in  the  ordinary  sense  of 
the  word:  it  is  an  oil  that  has  been  "burnt"' — i.e.,  fired  to 
minimise  the  fat-constituent. 

Hard  Etching-ink. 

Beeswax   2  oz. 

Resin   6  oz. 

Lithographic  printing-ink  ...    8  oz. 

Shoemakers'  wax    ...    8  oz. 

Melt,  and  when  mixed  pour  into  a  jar  for  use. 
IT7.  B.  (175/37). — Non-freezing  Liquid  for  Motor-cars. — 
Our  subscriber  sends  us  a  sample  of  a  liquid  which  comes  from 
Germany  and  is  used  as  a  non-freezing  solution  in  motor-car 
cylinders,  etc.  We  find  it  to  be  a  fairly  strong  (30  to  35  per 
cent.)  solution  of  crude  calcium  chloride. 

G.  H.  B.  (177/43).— Sticking  Labels  on  Tin.— Please  refer 
to  the  indexes  of  the  last  two  volumes  of  the  G.  <fc  D.  You 
will  find  several  references  to  your  difficulty. 

Zeta  (182/52). — Tanning  Skins. — The  following  is  the  pro- 
cess referred  to  by  your  customer.  The  method  is  adapted 
for  those  cases  where  the  hair  is  not  first  removed  from  the 
skin : 

Wheat  bran    5  bushel 

Salt       ...   7  lb. 

Sulphuric  acid    2j  lb. 

Soft  water   10  gals. 

Mix  the  ingredients  and  immerse  the  skins  in  the  mixture, 
allowing  them  to  remain  for  twelve  hours ;  then  remove,  clean 
well,  and  repeat  the  immersion.  The  skins  are  then  taken 
out,  washed,  and  dried. 

W.  D.  (180/68). — Soap-bubble  Solution. — We  do  not  know 
fho  special  formula  devised  by  Professor  Boyes.  The  best 
solution  for  use  in  blowing  bubbles  that  we  know  of  is  pre- 
pared  by  mixing — 

White  Castillo  soap   lj  oz. 

Water   ...       ...    5  oz. 

Glycerin  to  make   20  oz. 

Another  recommendation  is  to  use  a  resin  soap  made  by  boil- 
ing together — 

Yellow  resin  1  oz. 

Potassium  carbonate    1  oz. 

Water   10  oz. 

For  use  dilute  with  four  times  its  bulk  of  water. 
G.  C.  (179/20).— Soluble  Water-cart  Block: 

Naphthalene   18  lb. 

Soft  soap   4  lb. 

Melt  the  naphthalene  and  stir  in  the  soap.    When  well 
mixed  pour  into  moulds  and  cut  up  into  the  sizes  required. 
Another  variety  is  made  by  mixing  soluble  creosote  with  crude 
sodium  carbonate  and  massing  with  syrupy  glucose,  but  we 
have  no  exact  formula. 

A.  C.  (169/23).— Situations  in  New  Zealand  can  only  bo 
obtained  by  going  out  on  chance.  Whilo  the  vacancies  for 
assistants  are  no  greater  in  proportion  than  they  are  in  this 
country,  the  different  social  conditions  and  splendid  climato 
are  in  favour  of  New  Zealand. 

G.  M.  (181/32).— Ext.  Malti  Ferratum  is  prepared  by  add- 
ing sol  ferri  pyrophosphatis  3j.  to  ext.  malti  3xvj.  The  solution 
of  pyrophosphate  of  iron  is  a  l-in-10  solution.  Ext.  malti 
ferratum,  D.A.V.,  is  a  mixture  of  95  parts  of  malt  extract 
and  2  parts  of  iron  pyrophosphate  dissolved  in  3  parts  of 
water. 

Bastian's  Electric  Meter.— Writing  in  regard  to  tho  reply 
wo  gave  to  a  correspondent  (C.  &  D.,  January  6,  p.  35)  as  to 
tho  chemical  used  in  this  meter,  IF.  B.  (180/55)  says  :  "  Caustic 
soda  is  used  with  Bastian's  meter.  I  had  one  fitted  this  week 
and  saw  the  caustic  soda,  in  the  form  of  coarse  powder,  put 
in."

M.  G.  B.  (91/33)  says  he  has  stored  away  parcels  of  flowers 
of  camphor  in  cartons  each  containing  7  lb.  Upon  weighing 
these  cartons  he  finds  that  eleven  are  each  less  exactly  1^  lb. 
It  has  been  kept  in  a  dry  place,  but  not  particularly  warm. 
Is  this  decrease  exceptional  ?  [Such  decrease  is  inevitable  if 
the  camphor  is  kept  where  the  temperature  is  variable.  Tho 
surface  exposed  in  the  case  of  the  flowers  is  very  much  greater 
than  the  same  weight  of  the  lump,  and  evaporation  is  propor- 
tionately higher.    The  camphor  should  be  stored  in  tins.] 

B.  J.  (182/59). — Add  an  ounce  of  rectified  spirit  to  each 
pound  of  tho  lavender  oil.   This  is  tho  best  preservative. 

F.  B.  (179/66). — (1)  Books  on  Ink-making. — See  tho 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,  1906.

About  one  pound  of  the  powder  is  sprinkled 
over  two  square  yards  of  ground,  which  is  then  heavily 
watered. 

S.  A.  B.  (Hyderabad)  (187/10).— (1)  Teething-necklace.— 
Wo  do  not  know  the  kind  to  which  you  refer,  but  necklaces 
made  of  amber  beads  possess  electro-magnetic  powers  and  are 
credited  with  easing  tho  pain  of  cutting  teeth.  (2)  The  price 
of  the  new  edition  of  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  is  10s. 

Exterminator  (175/30). — The  Rat-exterminator  is  made  by 
melting  tallow  and  white  arsenic  together  in  the  proportion  of 
about  1  of  arsenic  in  8  of  tallow.  It  would  be  better  to  colour 
the  mixture  with  verdigris  as  a  warning.  Tallow  has  con- 
siderable attractions  to  rats,  and  that  is  why  the  exterminator 
is  so  successful. 

A.  B.  (Valetta)  (180/8).—  We  do  not  think  your  qualification 
would  bo  acceptecl  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  of  Cairo  under 
the  new  Pharmacy  Law  for  Egypt,  but  advise  you  to  submit 
the  question  to  the  authority.

Citric  acid  is  firmer,  and  tartaric 
acid  is  very  firm.  Sugar  of  milk  is  also  dearer  as  a  result  of 
the  Continental  Convention.  Bromides  are  still  unsettled, 
and  iodides  remain  firm.  Among  drugs,  belladonna  and 
spigelia  are  scarce,  chamomiles  are  firm,  serpentary  and 
wahoo  bark  are  easier,  lycopodium  is  easy,  and  agar-agar 
is  tending  firmer.

Amsterdam,  January  11  : — At  the  auctions  of  cinchona 
held  here  to-day  13,194  packages  were  offered,  weighing 
1,227,558  kilos,  and  containing  62,640  kilos,  of  quinine  sul- 
phate. Of  the  above  quantity  11,350  packages  were  sold, 
at  an  average  unit  of  4c.  per  half-kilo.,  as  compared  with 
4.75c.  paid  at  the  auctions  on  December  7.  The  following 
were  the  approximate  quantities  of  quinine  purchased  by  the 
principal  buyers  :  The  English  and  American  factories 
bought  the  equivalent  of  17,039  kilos.,  the  Brunswick  factory 
7,951  kilos.,  the  Mannheim  and  Amsterdam  factories 
2,727  kilos.,  the  Frankfort  and  Stuttgart  factories 
6.051  kilos.,  and  various  buyers  20,986  kilos.  The  prices 
paid  for  the  manufacturing-bark  ranged  from  6c.  to  40|c.  per 
half -kilo.,  and  for  druggists'  bark  from  5^c.  to  41c.  per  half- 
kilo.  The  10  cases  of  cinchona  alkaloids  sold  at  117c.  per 
half-kilo.,  and  for  the  20  cases  of  Java  coca-leaves  42c.  per 
half-kilo,  was  paid. 

[The  lateness  of  the  hour  at  which  the  Amsterdam  sale  wat 
concluded  prevented  the  publication  of  the  above  in  our  last 
issue.

Java  Quinine  Auction. 

The  result  of  the  auction  held  on  January  12  at  Batavia  is 
as  follows  -  Of  4,164  kilos.  Ed.  II..  183  kilos,  were  sold  at  an 
average  price  of  13.50f.  per  kilo,  (about  equal  4£c.  Amsterdam 
unit),  against  14f.  per  kilo,  (about  equal  4^c.  Amsterdam 
unit)  at  the  previous  auction.  The  next  auction  to  be  held  at 
Batavia  will  take  place  on  February  21. 

Wreck  of  the  "  5erbia." 

The  ss.  Serbia,  one  of  the  Hamburg-American  liners  from 
Japan  to  Hamburg,  has  been  wrecked  olf  the  coast  of  Holland. 
Endeavours  arc  being  made  to  salve  the  cargo,  and  Lloyd  s 
agent  at  Amsterdam  reports  that  part  of  it  has  been  landed  at 
Texel  and  that  two  lighters  with  dry  cargo  (tea,  cinnamon 
etc.)  have  arrived  at  Nieuwc  Diep.  A  largo  quantity  of 
antimony,  camphor,  menthol,  and  wax  is  known  to  bo  on 
board,  but  the  London  agents  of  the  company  are  unable  to 
specify  the  amount.  It  is  reported  here  that  150  tons  of  anti- 
mony'has  gone  to  the  bottom,  but  we  are  unable  to  confirm 
this.  The  vessel  had  previously  called  at  Havre,  where  she  dis- 
charged 52  cases  of  camphor,  probably  in  transit  for  London  ; 
this,  however,  was  only  a  portion  of  her  camphor  cargo. 

Cinchona  and  Quinine. 

Messrs.  C.  F.  Boehringcr  &  Soline,  of  YYaldhof,  have  issued 
their  annual  circular  giving  the  imports  of  cinchona  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  exports  from  Java,  first-hand  stocks  of  bark 
iif  London  and  Amsterdam,  the  range  of  unit  and  the  average 
percentage  of  quinine  in  the  manufacturers'  bark  offered  at 
Amsterdam.  Makers'  prices  arc  also  given  from  1901  to  1905, 
together  with  the  estimated  quinine  content  in  the  bark  sold 
in  London  and  Amsterdam,  and  the  stock  of  quinine  in 
London  from  1897  to  last  year.  The  stock  on  December  31, 
1905,  stood  at  2,806,000  oz.,  the  lowest  for  the  past  six  years. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  highest  price  of  the  makers 
during  the  past  decade  was  in  March  1899.  when  the  official 
quotation  was  Is.  9j(7.,  the  lowest  price  being  l{d.  in  January 
1897. 

The  German  Bromide  Syndicatei 

In  further  reference  to  the  information  published  on  p.  1024 
of  our  issue  of  December  30,  1905,  in  regard  to  the  dissensions 
among  the  members  of  the  German  bromide  syndicate,  we  now 
learn  that  the  syndicate  has  been  definitely  denounced  by  the 
action  of  two  of  the  constituents.  It  appears  that  the  two 
works  concerned  have  sold  large  parcels  of  bromides  outside 
of  the  convention,  and  at  prices  which  are  declared  to  yield  no 
profit.  An  explanation  of  the  attitude  adopted  by  both  firms 
is  not  forthcoming  at  present.  One  of  the  works  is  a  co- 
operative organisation  owned  by  a  number  of  potash-works 
which  have  every  interest  in  the  maintenance  of  prices,  and 
the  action  of  the  organisation  is  therefore  considered  to  be 
all  the  more  inexplicable.  Nevertheless,  prices  which  were 
formerly  3s.  6d.  per  kilo,  have  fallen  to  Is.  3d.,  and  producers 
who  used  to  realise  net  profits  of  about  5,000/.  on  a  turnover  of 
50.000  kilos,  are  now  said  scarcely  to  meet  expenses  at  present 
selling-prices.

New  York,  January  9. 

The  new  year  has  opened  with  every  promise  of  an  excellent 
volume  of  business.

The  drug-market  is  not  especially  active,  and 
there  is  an  entire  absence  of  speculative  inquiry.  Transactions 
are  confined  almost  wholly  to  supplying  actual  wants.

Hmeiican  1Rote& 

(From  our  Correspondent.) 


A  Unique  Idea  has  recently  been  given  birth  in  St.  Louis, 
Missouri.  The  physicians,  dentists,  druggists,  and  under- 
takers of  that  city  propose  to  publish  a  directory  of  "  dead- 
beats,"  comprising  a  list  of  15,000  persons  who,  during  the- 
last  few  years,  have  been  found  not  to  pay  their  bills. 

The  A. Ph. A. — The  1906  meeting  of  the  American  Phar- 
maceutical Association,  to  be  held  in  Indianapolis  early  in 
September,  will  be  known  as  the  "  Sloan  Memorial  Meeting." 
Mr.  George  W.  Sloan,  of  Indianapolis,  who  died  two  or 
three  years  ago,  was  during  his  life  a  very  prominent  member 
of  the  A. Ph. A.  and  a  conspicuous  pharmacist. 

An  Excellent  Scheme  has  been  evolved  in  the  city  of 
Dallas,  Texas,  for  the  popularisation  of  the  Pharmacopoeia 
among  physicians  and  medical  students.  Prominent  phar- 
maceutical teachers  are  delivering  a  special  series  of  evening 
lectures  at  the  local  medical  college,  in  which  the  mono- 
graphs of  the  Pharmacopoeia  are  taken  up  seriatim  for  ex- 
pository explanation. 

A  Proprietary  Formula. — As  a  reply  to  the  attack  of 
"Collier's  Weekly"  the  proprietors  of  "  Orangeine "  are 
printing  small  newspaper  advertisements  in  which  the  in- 
gredients of  that  preparation  are  given.  "  Orangeine"  is, 
according  to  its  makers,  composed  of  nux  vomica,  acetani- 
lide,  sodium  bicarbonate,  podophyllin,  iris  versicolor,  and 
caffein,  in  a  5-grain  powder. 

The  Loder  Action. — The  decision  in  the  Loder  anti- 
conspiracy  case,  already  mentioned  in  these  columns,  has 
produced  consternation  in  the  United  States.  Many  people 
believe  it  to  be  the  death  song  of  the  tripartite  plan.  The 
case  was  brought  under  the  national  Sherman  Anti-trust 
Law.  Other  cases,  brought  in  the  State  Courts,  have  re- 
sulted differently,  but  since  the  Sherman  Law  is  a  higher 
statute,  and  since  any  cutter  throughout  the  country  may 
bring  an  action  under  it  for  relief,  it  looks  as  if  the  old 
tripartite  plan  would  have  to  be  abandoned.  This  step, 
however,  would  not  be  a  serious  blow  to  the  N.A.R.D., 
because  for  the  last  two  or  three  years  it  has  been  operating 
more  and  more  under  the  direct-contract  plan,  which  has 
everywhere  been  declared  legally  sound. 

The  "American  Druggists'  Syndicate"  (the  forma- 
tion of  which  was  noted  in  our  issue  of  October  7,  p.  600) 
is  to  make  a  line  of  specialities  to  be  sold  over  the  drug- 
gist's counter  and  to  be  advertised  all  over  the  country.  A 
stockholder  is  situated  in  each  city,  but  other  druggists  will 
be  permitted  and  expected  to  handle  the  goods  as  the 
demand  is  created  for  them.  The  scheme  represents  an 
effort  to  compete  with  the  patent-medicine  houses  and  to 
reap  the  profits  which  ordinarily  go  to  them.  The  first 
product  to  be  manufactured  will  be  known  as  "  Fruit-lax," 
a  remedy  for  constipation,  and  others  will  follow  more  or 
less  rapidly.  The  President  of  the  syndicate  is  Mr.  George 
Ramsay,  well  known  as  the  leading  spirit  in  the  Hegeman 
Corporation,  which  owns  seven  prosperous  drug-stores  in 
Greater  New  York.  The  Secretary  and  promoter  is  Mr. 
C.  H.  Goddard,  formerly  of  San  Francisco. 

The  Crusade  against  Patent  Medicines  during  the  past 
year  in  the  leading  magazines  threatens  to  result  in- 
attempted  legislation  in  the  different  States.  The  Proprie- 
tary Association  of  America  held  a  private  meeting  in  New 
York  recently,  at  which  the  subject  was  given  very  careful 
consideration.  A  series  of  resolutions  were  passed  instruct- 
ing the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Association  to  advo- 
cate legislation  preventing  the  use  of  alcohol  in  proprietary 
medicines  in  excess  of  the  amount  necessary  for  solvent  and 
preservative  purposes,  and  also  laws  regulating  the  sale  of 
cocaine-bearing  snuffs  and  similar  products.  Thorough  dis- 
approval was  expressed  of  the  practice  of  certain  proprietors 
in  making  products  which  are  in  reality  liquors  instead  of 
medicines,  and  the  abandonment  was  urged  of  the  custom 
of  making  exaggerated  claims  in  advertising  literature. 
Meanwhile  a  formula-on-the-package  Bill  has  been  intro- 
duced into  Congress  at  Washington,  and  similar  measures 
may  be  expected  to  put  in  an  appearance  as  soon  as  the 
various  State  Legislatures  meet. 
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Chemists'  Calendars  anfc  Circulars.

"  Home,"  and  "  Pocket"  diaries  which  they  issue  for  1906. 
The  diaries  sell  at  6d.  each,  and,  judged  from  a  paper  stand- 
point, are  splendid  value.  The  advertisements  in  the 
diaries  refer  solely  to  the  establishments  of  Messrs.  Boots.

Colleae  IRotes. 


Imperial  College  of  Chemistry.— On  Monday,  January  15, 
the  students  of  this  college,  with  the  principal,  Mr.  Frederick 
Davis,  visited  the  London  Docks.  Drugs,  essential  oils,  and 
other  economic  products  were  the  chief  attraction,  and  much 
valuable  technical  knowledge  was  obtained. 

Metropolitan  College  of  Pharmacy. — The  second  evening 
lecture  to  past  and  present  students  was  given  on  Wednesday 
evening,  January  17,  by  Mr.  W.  Harrison  Martindale,  Ph.D. 
<Marburg),  on  "  Radium  and  Radio-activity."  Mr.  A.  E. 
Holden  (Secretary  of  the  Fairchild  Scholarship  Committee) 
presided  over  a  large  and  appreciative  audience,  and  in  intro- 
ducing the  lecturer  he  spoke  in  feeling  words  of  the  loss  which 
pharmacy  and  pharmaceutical  education  had  sustained 
through  the  death  of  Mr.  Watson  Will.  He  regarded  it  as  a 
happy  omen  for  the  future  of  the  college  that  such  a  dis- 
tinguished graduate  of  it  as  Dr.  Martindale  was  to  give  the 
lecture  that  evening.  Dr.  Martindale  prefaced  his  lecture 
with  some  points  of  interest  in  the  new  United  States  Phar- 
macopoeia, and  exhibited  a  number  of  plants,  chemicals,  and 
galenical  preparations  for  inspection,  remarking  that  there 
are  many  "  tips  "  to  be  gained  from  the  U.S. P.  Turning  to  the 
subject  of  radio-activity,  he  described  the  discovery  of  radium, 
leading  up  from  the  x-ray  bulb  to  the  work  of  Becquerel 
on  uranium  salts  and  the  Curies'  work  on  pitchblende  and 
radium.  Quite  recently  the  subject  of  the  energy  of  radio- 
active bodies  has  developed  two  separate  schools  of  theory,  the 
one  holding  that  it  is  due  to  a  process  of  atomic  breakdown 
and  the  other  that  molecular  change  is  accountable  for  the 
phenomena.  In  support  of  this  latter  idea  the  radio-activity 
of  selenium  (which  possesses  a  comparatively  low  atomic 
weight)  is  instanced  as  being  against  the  idea  of  atomic  dis- 
integration, which  necessitates  high  atomic  weight.  Four 
distinct  types  of  raliation  were  described,  and  Professor 
Soddy's  latest  theories  (as  explained  in  his  lecture  at  the 
Rontgen  Society  a  week  or  so  ago)  were  dwelt  upon.  The 
lecturer  strongly  recommended  his  audience  to  prooure  a  copy 
of  this  work,  which,  presumably,  will  shortly  be  published 
in  pamphlet  form.  According  to  Soddy  and  Rutherford,  one 
is  to  understand  that  radium  emanation  goes  partly  into 
helium,  and  the  remainder  goes  through  stages  designated 
radiums  A,  B,  C,  D,  D',  E  (which  equals  polonium),  and  finally 
radium  E',  which  is  either  bismuth  or  lead!  If  we  could 
utilise  the  energy  which  is  put  out  when,  say,  lead  with  a 


weight  of  206  drops  into  gold  193,  the  energy  would  be  the 
asset,  gold  the  mere  by-product.  Besides  many  locture-tablo 
oxperimonts  and  exhibits,  Dr.  Martindale  performed  with 
marked  success  a  number  of  lantern  experiments,  and  passed 
round  spinthariscopes  and  Clew's  scintilloscopes,  all  delight- 
ing the  audience  greatly,  and,  although  the  lecturer  occupied 
a  hundred  minutes,  he  was  so  happy  in  expression  that  the 
interest  did  not  flag.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  him  was  proposed 
by  Mr.  Lucas,  seconded  bv  Mr.  De  Morgan,  and  a  similar  com- 
pliment was  paid  to  the  chairman.  The  next  evening  meeting 
at  the  college  will  be  held  in  February.
